Table  "M"  gives  the  statistics  of  the  several  colleges  re- 
ceiving State  donations,  and  of  the  State  formal  School. 

Table  "N"  gives  the  statistics  of  the  several  schools  and 
academies  receiving  State  donations. 

The  county  reports  give  in  detail  the  enrollment  and  the 
average  attendance  for  each  term,  and  the  expenses  of  each 
individual  school,  under  the  heads  of  rent,  fuel,  repairs, 
incidentals,  furniture,  blackboards  and  stoves,  books,  and 
teachers'  salaries.  Every  citizen  can  thus  know  what  the 
school  in  his  district  has  cost,  and  may  become  the  auditor  of 
the  accounts.  It  is  believed  that  no  State  in  the  Union  fur- 
nishes a  similarly  minute  detail  of  expenses.

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The  summary  included  in  the  report  of  the  State  Board  of 
Education,  and  the  State  tables  immediately  following,  give  a 
comprehensive  view  of  the  condition  of  the  public  schools  dur- 
ing the  last  school  year,  ending  July  31,  1897.  The  statistical 
reports  of  the  Board  of  Commissioners  of  Public  Schools  of  Bal- 
timore City,  and  of  the  School  Commissioners  of  the  several 
counties  of  the  State,  present,  in  minute  detail,  the  facts  concern- 
ing the  schools,  and  show  the  receipts  and  disbursements  for 
their  support.  The  statements  of  the  several  County  Examiners 
will  doubtless  be  read  with  great  interest.

The  following  are  the  supplementary  reports  which  have  been 
received,  omitting  from  each  the  formal  opening  and  closing : 

BALTIMORE  COUNTY.— Charles  B.  Rogers,  Examiner. 

The  Departmental  System  of  Teaching  as  Applied  in  Bal- 
timore County. 

In  any  school  system  the  first  requisite,  before  departmental, 
grade  or  other  special  method,  is  a  corps  of  good  teachers.  An 
excellent  corps  of  teachers  is  a  specially  trained,  thoughtful,  self- 
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reliant  body  of  men  and  women,  who  recognize  it  to  be  the  aim 
of  education  that  each  child  become  a  thoughtful,  self-reliant 
man  or  woman,  and  who  comprehend  that  this  can  be  done  only 
by  strengthening  and  building  up  the  reasoning  forces  of  the 
child  by  action  of  thought,  that  kind  of  thought  which  first  finds 
out  the  thing  to  know,  and  then  masters  it.  For  a  poor  corps  of 
teachers  the  system  by  grades  is  as  good,  if  not  better,  than  the 
departmental.  With  a  corps  of  good  teachers  use  departmental 
methods  when  and  wherever  you  can. 

Some  of  the  disadvantages  of  the  system  by  grades — 

Lack  of  systematic  scheduling. 

Loss^  of  time  during  school  hours,  sometimes  unintentional, 
other  times  intentional. 

Temptations  and  tendencies  to  overgrade  children. 

The  difficulty  (children  having  passed  through  more  hands 
than  one)  of  pointing  out  definitely  the  causes  of  failure. 

The  length  of  time  necessary  to  find  out  the  character  of  work 
done  by  a  teacher,  only  one  teacher  having  a  chance  to  test  the 
mental  calibre  of  each  child. " 

The  loss  to  each  child  if  the  teaching  be  spiritless,  poor  and 
not  calculated  to  develop  the  reasoning  forces  of  the  child. 

Supposing  that  a  school  has  in  it  an  incompetent  teacher,  or 
one  teaching  for  salary  only,  saving  self  to  the  pupil's  cost  at 
every  opportunity,  what  are  the  consequences?  The  child  is 
subjected  for  one  or  two  years,  according  to  the  grade  require- 
ments^ to  one  influence  alone,  and  that  a  bad  one;  no  chance  for 
the  child  to  get  a  breath  of  that  higher  intellectual  atmosphere 
wherein,  directed  by  skillful  guidance  and  earnest  teaching,  rea- 
son is  expanded  by  the  processes  of  thought. 

Comparison  is  the  basis  of  judgment,  and  that  system  of  teach- 
ing is  bad  that  does  not  give  the  child  a  chance  to  judge  for 
itself  of  the  relative  merits  and  demerits  of  different  teaching. 

Children  readily  recognize  good  teaching  from  bad,  if  given 
an  opportunity  for  comparison.  Children,  as  a  rule,  speak  the 
truth  and  are  merciless  judges.  Inferior  teachers  must  conse- 
quently raise  their  standards  so  as  to  compare  favorably  with 
good  teachers,  or  become  the  subject  of  a  neighborhood  com- 
plaint so  intense  that  removal  becomes  an  inevitable  result. 

That  system  of  teaching  is  far  from  perfect  which  does  not 
embody  in  it  as  an  element  a  necessity  for  teachers  broadening 
their  scope  by  thought  and  study.  What  incentive  is  there  for 
teachers  under  the  one  teacher-to-the-grade  system  to  give  to 
study  their  hours  of  ease?  Why  should  they  labor  to  keep  in 
touch  with  the  progress  of  the  century  to  make  a  living  when 
that  living  is  made  by  teaching  only  that  which  is  necessary  for 
the  requirements  of  perhaps  a  lower  grade?  Remember  that 
teachers  are,  after  all,  only    human.     If   a  teacher  is  impelled 
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alone  by  the  desire  of  making  a  livelihood,  the  doubt  rests  only 
in  the  length  of  time  that  it  will  take  to  make  of  some  line  a 
groove,  and  of  that  groove  a  hopeless  rut.  No  system  is  in 
touch  with  the  century  that  does  not  advance  with  the  century's 
progress. 

In  what  one  word  can  you  write  the  history  of  the  nineteenth 
century  ?  specialty,  the  concentration  of  human  energies  along 
lines  of  specialized  thought  and  action.  Is  a  system  wherein 
each  teacher  attempts  to  teach  a  dozen  different  subjects  in  one 
day,  never  in  any  one  subject  going  beyond  a  fixed  point,  in 
touch  with  the  spirit  of  the  times?  Does  it  through  the  success- 
winning  processes  of  specialized  thought  and  action  offer  promise 
of  success  ?  Is  such  teaching  specialty  ?  and,  if  not,  is  such  the 
teaching  for  the  nineteenth  century  ? 

Some  of  the  advantages  of  the  departmental  system — 

Schedules  necessarily  must  be  so  arranged  as  to  allot  work  for 
each  minute  of  the  working  hours.  Any  attempt  to  waste  time 
becomes  at  once  apparent  and  dangerously  subject  to  comment. 
At  the  end  of  each  period  one  teacher  replaces  another  through- 
out the  school,  very  little  being  lost,  a  memory  subject  being 
taken  up  if  a  reasoning  study  preceded,  or  vice  versa. 

The  insidious  evil  that  continually  tends  to  minimize  the 
effectiveness  of  our  public  school  system  is  overgradation.  To 
check  overgradation  should  therefore  be  our  earnest  aim. 
Overgradation  is  generally  brought  about  in  one  of  two  ways — 
by  undue  pressure  from  parents  and  from  a  desire  on  the  part  of 
a  teacher  to  get  rid  of  a  child  for  some  persona]  reason.  Under 
the  departmental  system  will  any  teacher  promote  an  unprepared 
child  from  a  lower  to  a  higher  grade  when  the  work  and  worry 
incident  to  the  promotion  of  the  unprepared  child  will  be  his  in 
the  higher  grade  ?  Can  a  surer  method  be  devised  to  check  over- 
gradation ? 

In  tracing  out  the  causes  of  individual  failure,  when  a  child 
has  been  under  the  same  hand  from  the  commencement  of  the 
third  grade  in  arithmetic  or  any  other  study,  can  the  blame  be 
placed,  or  can  anjT  effort  be  attempted  to  place  the  blame  for  de- 
ficiency upon  some  other  teacher,  the  work  having  been  the  work 
of  one  hand  from  start  to  finish  ?  The  success  of  a  teacher  de- 
pends upon  ability  to  impart  knowledge  and  ability  to  maintain 
discipline.  In  the  departmental  system  how  long  will  it  take  to 
emphasize  to  such  a  degree  as  to  make  it  noticeable  to  all  that  a 
teacher  is  not  measuring  up  to  the  school's  requirements?  Say 
that  Miss  A  goes  to  the  fifth  grade  for  history,  maintaining  first- 
class  discipline,  and  obtains  excellent  results.  Miss  B  follows 
with,  say,  arithmetic,  and  there  is  disorder  and  poor  work.  Mias 
C  follows  with  some  other  study,  and  there  is  again  first-class 
order  and  good  work.     With  this  condition  following  Miss  B 
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through  all  the  grades,  how  long  will  it  take  to  make  it  too  ap- 
parent to  hide  that  Miss  B  is  not  a  help,  but  that  she  is  a  detri- 
ment to  the  school  ? 

If  a  poor  teacher  be  in  a  school  by  the  departmental  system, 
the  chance  to  do  harm  is  minimized,  as  the  children  have  the  ad- 
vantages of  the  good  teachers  in  every  subject  excepting  the  one 
specially  taught  by  the  unsatisfactory  teacher. 

In  these  utilitarian  days  to  mount  platforms  and  in  dreary 
platitudes  to  preach  to  assembled  teachers  that  they  ought  to 
broaden  their  range  of  intellectual  vision  by  thought  and  study, 
when  you  all  the  while  know  full  well  that  they  have  only  one 
grade  to  teach,  and  that  it  would  oftentimes  take  superhuman 
effort  to  change  their  methods  of  doing  that,  would  be,  to  say  the 
least,  Utopian.  Teachers  are  as  a  class  the  most  deserving  and 
most  conscientious  body  of  people  extant,  but  although  the  best, 
yet  they  are  only  human. 

If  the  teacher  who  has  the  third  grade  in  some  study  has  the 
highest  grade  in  that  study  to  teach  also,  it  is  plain  that  that 
teacher  must  master  the  subject  and  its  ramifications  at  least  to 
an  extent  that  will  ensure  keeping  posted  to  an  advance  beyond 
the  requisites  of  the  highest  grade,  the  work  to  be  done  and  the 
ability  to  answer  all  probable  inquiries.  It  is  therefore  plain 
that  the  departmental  system,  in  self  defense,  the  first  law  of 
nature,  leads  teachers  to  broaden  their  scope,  and  they  do  so 
cheerfully,  because  the  utilitarian  feature  of  having  to  use  what 
is  acquired  is  always  clearly  in  view. 

This  is  the  nineteenth  century ;  this  is  the  age  of  specialty ; 
success  achieved  means  mastered  specialty,  and  under  the  depart- 
mental system  each  teacher  becomes  a  specialist. 

With  the  consent  of  the  School  Board  of  Baltimore  County  I 
have  placed  the  departmental  system  into  eight  of  our  schools. 
The  system  is  working  like  a  charm,  the  wheels  are  out  of  the 
ruts,  teachers  are  freeing  themselves  from  the  thraldom  of  text- 
books, and  it  has  become  with  us  a  creed  that  education  means 
the  strengthening  and  building  up  of  the  reason,  and  that  the 
ability  to  do  must  travel  hand  in  hand  with  the  ability  to  ex- 
plain. 

I  have  omitted  to  state  that  in  the  departmental  system  as  ap- 
plied by  us  the  same  teacher  or  teachers  teach  the  first  and 
second  grades,  the  teachers  being  fixed  in  these  grades.  We  dis- 
miss the  first,  second  and  third  grades  at  2  P.  M.,  and  the 
teachers  of  the  first  and  second  grades  from  2  to  4  take  up  work 
in  the  higher  grades  on  departmental  lines.  The  departmental 
system  naturally  works  best  in  the  larger  schools,  but  it  will 
work  very  satisfactorily  in  a  school  of  three  teachers,  having 
worked  excellently  in  a  school  of  that  size  since  September  1st. 
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If  it  be  ray  privilege  I  will  place  the  departmental  system  in 
every  school  of  Baltimore  county  of  three  teachers  or  over  at  the 
commencement  of  the.  next  scholastic  year.  There  are  on  file  in 
our  office  copies  of  the  schedules  of  our  departmental  schools, 
and  I  will  gladly  give  whatever  information  I  can  to  any  one  in- 
terested in  departmental  work. 


CABOLINE  COUNTY.— M.  B.  Stevens,  Examiner. 

In  addition  to  the  information  contained  in  the  statistical  por- 
tion of  our  report,  there  is  but  little  to  add  in  the  way  of  supple- 
mentary remarks. 

The  operation  of  the  free-book  law  has  absorbed  not  merely 
the  anxious  consideration  of  our  teachers  on  whom  the  burden  of 
the  work  falls,  but  has  attracted  public  attention  as  well  ;  and  it 
is  plain  that  the  distribution  of  free  books  has  been   the  most 
talked  about  feature  of  school  work  the  past  year.     Unlike  the 
greater  number  of  counties  in  the   State  our  School  Board  fur- 
nished free  books  to  all  grades.     We  were  unprepared    to  say 
just  how  many  grades  could  be  supplied  with  free  books,  and 
being  unwilling  to  discriminate  against  the  pupils  of  any  grade 
whose  rights  to  free  books  would  appear  to  be  common   with 
pupils  of  any  other  grade,  we  indulged  the  hope  that  were  the 
books  purchased  by  the  free-book  fund  apportioned  to  the  vari- 
ous schools  according  to  the  number  of  pupils  enrolled,  the  neces- 
sities along  this  line  would  be  met.     Every  teacher  was  advised 
of  the  plan  and  asked  to  bring  into  use  such  books  as  were  in  the 
possession  of  pupils.     These  appeals  for  the  loan  of  their  books 
were  met  with  exceptional  willingness  and  generosity  on  the  part 
of  the  pupils.     Excepting  less  than  a  half  dozen  schools,  these 
books  of  the  pupils,  supplemented  with  the  free  books  allowed, 
proved  adequate  to  the  needs  of  our  schools.     This  plan   made 
the  operation  of  the  law  more  popular  than  it  otherwise  would 
have  been  had  we  limited  free  books  to  a  portion  of  the  grades, 
and   credit   for   this  condition   must  be  given  to  our   excellent 
teachers,  whose  zeal  and  perseverence  secured  the  loan  of  so 
many  books   from  their  pupils.     Considering   the  diversity  of 
opinions  regarding  the  propriety  of  the   State  to  furnish  free 
books  and  the  fact  that  the  appropriation  for  free  books  the  first 
year  was  less  than  one-half  enough  to  purchase  a  complete  stock 
of  books  for  all  the  grades,  the  law  has  met  with  but  little  oppo- 
sition and  the  operation  of  it  attended  with  but  comparatively 
little  friction.     From  personal  observation  and  examination  we 
know  that  the  books  furnished  our  pupils  have  been  used  with 
commendable  care  and  kept  remarkably  neat.     Every  book  lost 
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or  improperly  defaced  by  pupils  was  replaced  with  a  new  book.  _ 
"We  are  persuaded  that  where  the  law  shall  have  been  in  force 
three  years  our  schools  will  have  a  complete  and  adequate  sup- 
ply of  books,  and  the  appropriation  thereafter  will  keep  up  the 
"wear  and  tear"  as  well  as  provide  whatever  new  necessities 
which  may  arise. 

At  least  one  objection  obtains  against  the  effect  of  the  free- 
book  law.  We  refer  to  the  fact  that  during  vacation  months 
pupils  are  deprived  of  the  privileges  of  books  which  possession 
gives  them.  This  deprivation  is  all  the  more  keenly  felt  in  coun- 
ties like  our  own,  where  the  school  year  is  short  and  vacation 
correspondingly  long.  Many  pupils  are  placed  at  a  disadvantage 
by  a  separation  from  their  books  where  they  are  disposed  to 
spend  a  portion  of  each  day  in  reviews  and  in  keeping  their  in- 
tellects sharpened  for  the  work  which  will  confront  them  at  the 
beginning  of  a  new  school  year.  They  return  to  school  with  re- 
luctance, knowing  how  "rusty"  they  have  become  with  no  books 
at  command  for  four  months.  We  are  at  a  loss  to  suggest  a  plan 
which  will  correct  the  condition  which  absolute  separation  from 
their  books  during  vacation  finds  our  pupils  at  the  beginning 
of  a  new  school  year.  We  regret  to  see  a  disposition  in  some 
parts  of  our  State  to  ignore  district  school  trustees.  We  are  of 
the  opinion  that  these  objections  to  our  system  of  trustees  are  not 
the  outgrowth  of  unfriendliness  to  the  theory,  but  rather  dissat- 
isfaction with  results.  It  is  a  fact  that  trustees,  as  a  class,  prove 
more  derelict  to  their  duties  than  the  other  agencies  of  our 
school  system,  and  the  time  has  come  when  special  efforts  should 
be  made  to  arouse  them  to  a  fuller  sense  of  what  the  law  expects 
of  them.  It  is  true  that  trustees  receive  no  monied  consideration 
for  their  services,  and  while  we  dislike  to  think  that  this  is  a 
cause  for  their  inactivity  in  many  cases,  it  is  evident  that  were 
they  to  receive  a  nominal  sum  for  each  time  they  met  there 
would  be  more  apparent  interest  and  many  more  school  meet- 
ings. But  when  we  come  to  look  at  the  matter  in  a  right  way, 
what  should  be  a  greater  incentive  for  enthusiastic  service  along 
this  line  than  the  education  of  children  ?  When  we  consider 
that  the  manner  in  which  these  trustees  discharge  their  obliga- 
tions determines  materially  whether  the  pupil's  preparation  fits 
him  for  the  duties  of  life  and  opens  for  him  the  gates  of  success, 
or  leaves  him  unfit  to  discharge  the  obligations  of  manhood 
worthily,  there  appears  a  consideration  for  the  trustees'  services 
of  more  worth  than  can  bemeasured  by  a  monetary  standard, 
and  should  be  sufficient  to  arouse  their  best  energies  and^ co-oper- 
ation in  behalf  of  public  instruction.  Is  not  this  dereliction  of 
duty  on  the  part  of  trustees  in  most  cases  chargeable  to  the 
county  School  Board?  To  render  intelligent  and  satisfactory 
service  there  must  be  a  complete  knowledge  of  what  is  required, 
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and  the  trustees  are  not  always  situated  so  as  to  obtain  this 
knowledge,  the  possession  of  which,  in  many  cases,  would  be  a 
guarantee  for  a  right  performance  of  their  duties.  The  law  pro- 
vides that  the  Examiner  shall  address  the  people  in  their  respective 
school  districts  upon  the  importance  of  public  education,  and 
when  this  is  done  an  opportunity  will  be  afforded  the  trustees  to 
become  acquainted  with  their  relations  and  aroused  to  a  proper 
performance  of  their  duties.  We  believe  that  the  school  author- 
ities of  one  of  the  Western  Shore  counties,  where  public  school 
work  has  reached  a  high  mark,  are  in  error  when  they  would  take 
from  the  trustees  the  power  to  appoint  the  teacher  and  place  it 
within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  School  Board.  We  do  not  deny 
that  in  the  main,  School  Boards  could  do  this  work  with  greater 
intelligence  than  district  school  trustees,  but  what  might  be 
gained  by  this  change  in  the  manner  of  appointment  would  be 
more  than  counterbalanced  by  the  evil  effects  of  destroying  the 
theory  and  principle  of  our  whole  school  fabric.  When  we  con- 
sider the  teacher  as  the  executive  officer  of  the  Board  of  District 
School  Trustees,  a  fact  which  is  too  often  lost  sight  of,  it  be- 
comes plain  that  this  organization  is  characterized  by  the  same 
prominent  features  that  distinguished  the  State  and  county  or- 
ganizations, and  sustains  the  same  relations  to  the  people  of  its 
district  as  does  the  State  organization  to  the  people  of  the  State 
or  the  county  plan  to  the  people  of  the  county.  The  school  law 
provides  three  organizations  similar  in  their  composition,  identi- 
cal in  their  features,  with  separate  and  distinct  duties  assigned 
them.  The  first  represents  the  State,  with  the  principal  of  the 
Normal  School  as  its  executive  officer;  the  second  the  county, 
with  the  school  examiner  as  its  executive  officer,  and  the  third 
represents  the  people  of  the  school  district,  with  the  teacher  as 
its  executive  officer.  Can  any  one  conceive  of  a  plan  of  super- 
vision more  harmonious  in  its  arrangement,  more  exhaustive  in 
its  organization  or  that  should  produce  more  satisfactory  results 
in  its  proper  administration  ?  If  we  should  destroy  the  system 
of  school  trustees  it  would  be  robbed  of  that  feature  which  con- 
forms it  to  American  ideas  and  harmonizes  it  with  the  principle 
of  republican  government.  If  the  theory  that  the  people  should 
rule  be  right,  and  we  be  sincere  in  our  demand  for  popular  gov- 
ernment, then  it  should  obtain  in  the  administration  of  public 
schools  equally  with  that  of  other  public  affairs.  The  district 
school  trustees  are  not  a  useless  appendage,  but  a  vital  necessity, 
and  when  performing  rightfully  the  duties  imposed  upon  them, 
they  become  an  important  factor  in  the  development  of  public 
school  work,  and  are  the  foundation  stones  upon  which  is  built 
the  fabrics  of  free  schools.  Trustees  must  be  kept  into  close 
touch  and  sympathy  with  school  interests  by  the  members  of  the 
County  School  Board,  and  whenever  it  appears  that  they  are  in- 
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competent,  capable  men  or  women  should  be  put  in  their  places. 
Our  Board  took  the  initiative  in  the  appointment  of  ladies  as 
trustees  during  the  school  year,  placing  the  control  of  four 
schools  absolutely  in  their  hands.  Nothing  has  yet  transpired  to 
cause  any  regret  for  such  action.  On  the  other  hand,  we  find 
them  well  equipped  for  such  duties,  and  we  are  satisfied  that  they 
are  regarding  the  very  best  interests  of  their  schools.  The  right 
sort  of  a  woman  makes  the  best  possible  trustee,  and  there  are 
most  cogent  reasons  why  our  best  equipped  ladies  should  be 
brought  into  such  service. 


CECIL  COUNTY.—  George  Biddle,  Examiner. 

In  my  annual  report  I  have  given  the  condition  of  our 
schools  so  fully,  that  there  is  but  little  to  add  by  way  of  a  supple- 
mentary report.  The  annual  report  shows  a  very  decided  in- 
crease in  the  attendance,  due  largely  to  the  free-book  law.  This 
law,  long  desired,  has  come  to  stay,  but  needs  some  modifications 
based  on  actual  experience. 

Our  teachers  send  their  orders  to  the  secretary  for  such  books 
and  stationery  as  they  think  necessary,  (at  times  I  find  it  neces- 
sary to  change  these  orders,)  and  when  approved  are  forwarded 
to  the  W.  J.  C.  Dulany  Co.,  who  are  under  contract  to  supply 
us,  to  be  filled. 

The  Dulany  Co.  send  books,  etc.,  direct  to  the  teachers.  "We 
began  by  supplying  all  needed  books  and  stationery  to  all 
grades,  and  continued  to  do  so  until  February  last.  It  was  then 
deemed  best  to  discontinue  the  supply  of  stationery  to  all  schools 
for  want  of  funds,  we  having  paid  for  this  purpose  out  of  our 
general  fund,  $804.39.  We  furnished  all  grades  of  the  colored 
schools  during  the  entire  year  with  all  necessary  books  and  then 
had  a  balance  left  of  $222.59  of  the  appropriation  to  colored 
schools,  which  was  not  needed,  and  which  could  not  be  applied 
to  any  other  purpose.   . 

"With  the  white  schools,  after  February  1st,  we  discontinued 
the  supply  to  all  grades  above  the  fourth,  and  then  spent  a  little 
more  than  was  appropriated. 

Thus  giving  a  balance,  that  could  not  be  used,  to  the  credit  of 
the  colored  schools,  while  white  children  could  not  get  much 
needed  books. 

This  should  not  be.  The  law  should  be  amended  to  meet  the 
legitimate  wants  of  our  schools. 

First — A  small  increase  in  the  amount  appropriated. 

Second — A  supply  of  chalk,  copy  books,  ink,  pens,  slates  and 
pencils,  they  being  as  necessary  as  books. 
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Third — As  we  furnish  books  to  all  children,  do  away  with 
the  words  "white"  and  "colored"  in  this  connection,  simply  say 
so  much  for  books  and  stationery  for  school  children. 

Fourth — As  it  has  been  found  that  a  certain  amount  is  needed 
per  child,  let  the  appropriation  be  distributed  on  the  basis  of  the 
total  number  of  children  in  school,  as  shown  by  the  annual  re- 
ports of  the  examiners  for  the  preceding  year. 

Our  High  School  is  doing  good  work,  with  over  ninety  pupils 
in  attendance,  from  all  parts  of  the  county.  The  children  are 
prepared  for  the  sophomore  year  of  our  better  colleges.  We 
have  increased  the  number  of  our  schools  slightly,  and  the  en- 
rollment at  this  is  the  largest  ever  known. 

I  regret  to  say  that  the  average  attendance,  like  that  in  other 
sections  of  our  State,  is  not  as  good  as  it  might  be. 


CHARLES  COUNTY.— Thomas  M.  Carpenter,  Examiner. 

In  reply  to  your  communication  of  December  8th,  requesting 
some  supplementary  remarks  in  addition  to  the  statistical  report, 
I  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  : 

We  have  now  (48)  forty-eight  school  districts  for  white  chil- 
dren and  twenty-nine  (29)  for  colored  children.  Forty-one  of 
the  white  districts  and  twenty-three  of  the  colored  have  well- 
built  and  commodious  houses,  supplied  with  proper  furniture, 
and  most  of  these  with  outbuildings.  Of  the  remainder  four 
are  rented,  and  the  others  of  the  primitive  structures,  with  fur- 
niture to  correspond.  They  have,  however,  been  repaired  and 
made  comfortable  for  such  a  time  when  we  are  able  to  replace 
them  with  more  modern  structures.  We  were  unfortunate  dur- 
ing the  past  scholastic  year  to  have  two  of  our  school  houses  de- 
stroyed by  fire,  as  there  was  no  insurance.  It  was  a  total  loss. 
This  we  considered  a  great  misfortune,  as  our  fund  was  in  no 
condition  to  sustain  the  expense  of  erecting  two  more  buildings 
to  take  their  place,  which  we  were  compelled  to  do.  However, 
regardless  of  the  pecuniary  disadvantages  under  which  our 
schools  are  laboring,  the  general  public  interest  has  greatly  in- 
creased. Demands  are  almost  daily  made  upon  the  school  offi- 
cials for  greater  school  facilities,  but  for  want  of  means  they  can 
not  always  comply  with  these  demands.  Our  resources  are  grad- 
ually declining,  while  the  demands  are  ever  increasing. 

In  regards  to  school  libraries  very  little  has  been  done  over 
last  year  in  this  respect,  for  the  same  cause  that  hindered  us  in 
making  other  school  improvements.  What  has  been  done  we 
must  thank  the  teachers  alone,  whose  efforts  in  this  direction  has 
never  waned. 
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We  have  no  schools  that  can  be  classed  as  high  schools  and 
only  two  that  are  employing  assistant  teachers.  Nevertheless,  in 
spite  of  the  many  disadvantages,  we  feel  that  we  are  living  in  an 
age  of  progress  and  the  trend  of  our  schools  is  upwards.  While 
the  school  year  is  short  and  salaries  low,  still  we  have  many  ex- 
cellent teachers  who  continue  in  the  profession  year  after  year, 
hoping  in  the  near  future  to  be  benefited  by  such  a  legislation  as 
would  secure  the  amendment  or  improvement  of  the  school  laws 
of  the  county  and  entire  State. 

In  regard  to  the  free  text  book  law  the  beneficial  results  have 
been  realized,  as  is  shown  from  the  statistical  report,  an  increase 
of  twenty-three  per  cent,  in  average  attendance  and  the  general 
efficiency  of  the  schools  greatly  increased.  The  amount  of  ap- 
propriation as  apportioned  the  white  and  colored  schools  for 
purchasing  free  text  books  was  not  sufficient  to  supply  all  the 
grades  with  free  books.  For  the  purpose  of  economy  we  estab- 
lished a  depository  at  the  county  seat,  in  order  that  the  teachers 
could  procure  their  own  books  without  resorting  to  the  expen- 
sive course  of  delivering  books  at  the  school  houses,  as  pursued 
by  some  of  the  other  counties.  By  adopting  this  method  of  dis- 
tributing the  free  books,  we  were  only  subjected  to  the  small  ex- 
pense of  fifty  dollars,  thereby  saving  from  two  hundred  to  two 
hundred  and  twenty-five  dollars.  This  was  inconvenient  and  in 
some  instances  entailed  a  small  expense  upon  the  teacher,  but 
was  cheerfully  submitted  to  on  their  part,  in  order  to  prevent  an 
unnecessary  expenditure  of  money  in  delivering  books  direct  to 
the  schools. 

For  the  safe  keeping  of  books  during  the  vacation  we  in- 
structed the  teachers  to  have  them  packed  securely  in  a  box  and 
placed  in  the  hands  of  the  president  of  the  board  of  trustees,  at 
the  nominal  cost  of  one  dollar  for  each  school.  This  has  proven 
to  be  a  very  efficient  plan  and  gave  satisfaction  to  the  public  and 
school  officials  generally. 


DOKCHESTEK  COUNTY.— James  L.  Bryan,  Examiner. 

Although  the  financial  statement  of  school  affairs  in  any 
county  of  the  State,  together  with  the  enumeration  of  teachers 
and  pupils,  are  matters  of  interest  to  people  devoted  to  the  work 
of  education,  yet  there  should  be  with  these  enumerations  expla- 
nations of  any  deficiencies  or  failures,  where  they  exist,  and  sug- 
gestions of  better  methods  in  the-  work  itself,  and  especially  in 
the  matter  of  funds,  so  necessary  to  a  better  system,  and  in  all 
these  matters  to  secure  better  results. 

The  increase  this  year  in  enrollment  and  attendance  of  pupils 
is  mainly  due  to  the  benefit  of  the  free  books  in  schools.     Every 
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examiner  knows  full  well  tire  trouble  of  securing  general  attend- 
ance -of  pupils,  even  in  our  free  schools,  so  long  as  the  books 
were  not  furnished  free  of  cost,  as  was  all  else  connected  with 
school  work.  It  seemed  like  a  misnomer  to  call  the  schools /ree, 
so  long  as  the  needed  books  were  to  be  purchased  by  the  parents 
of  pupils.  When  there  was  not  real  interest  on  the  part  of 
parents  in  the  education  of  their  children,  this  expense  was 
availed  of  as  an  excuse  for  not  sending  the  children  to  school  at 
all.  Free  books,  by  removing  the  last  expense  in  the  schools,  at 
once  proved  its  benefit  by  the  large  increase  in  attendance  and 
by  better  results  in  the  work  itself. 

There  should  be  an  increase  in  the  State  school  tax.  Every 
one  knows  that  while  the  city  of  Baltimore  and  many  of  the 
counties  have  ample  wealth  for  this  blessing  to  their  own  people, 
yet  it  is  equally  well  known  that  some  counties  cannot  raise  the 
necessary  funds  for  the  education  of  their  own  pupils,  and  so  we 
have  admirable  work,  under  well-paid  teachers,  in  some  parts  of 
the  State,  and  comparatively  poor  work  in  other  parts,  due  to  the 
poor  means  at  hand. 

"Where  the  duty  of  educating  the  people  is  made  obligatory  on 
all  the  people  of  the  State  by  a  general  school  law,  the  bulk  of 
the  expense  should  be  borne  by  the  entire  body  of  the  people  of 
the  State  by  a  liberal  State  school  tax,  while  other  local  needs 
might  be  left  to  the  means  of  the  separate  counties.  It  is  to  be 
hoped,  therefore,  that  the  recommendation  of  the  State  School 
Commissioners,  at  their  last  session  in  November,  will  be  ap- 
proved by  the  General  Assembly,  and  that  the  State  school  tax 
may  be  increased  at  least  three  cents  on  the  $100,  as  recom- 
mended. 

Long  experience  in  school  work  has  satisfied  many  examiners 
and  school  commissioners  that  the  appointment  of  teachers  to  the 
different  schools  of  a  county,  after  careful  examination  and  ob- 
taining proper  certificates,  c  Id  be  entrusted  to  the  Boards  of 
County  School  Commissioners,  with  better  results  than  by  the 
present  mode  of  appointment  by  three  local  trustee  for  each  sep- 
arate school.  Under  the  first  school  law,  well  known  as  the  Yan 
Bokkelen  law — this  was  the  mode  of  appointment,  and  it  was  suc- 
cessfully managed  in  that  day.  The  School  Commissioners  do 
know  more  about  the  different  schools  of  the  county  than  local 
Boards  of  Trustees,  and  also  know  more  about  the  teachers  apply- 
ing for  schools,  and  could  make  better  general  appointments 
than  are  now  made  by  the  other  mode.  A  single  Trustee  for 
each  school,  to  see  that  the  local  needs  are  supplied,  is  all  that 
the  school  needs,  and  the  single  Trustee  can  consult  with  the 
School  Commissioners  in  regard  to  the  teacher  of  the  school  to 
be  appointed  by  the  Commissioners.  It  is  very  certain  that  the 
ideal  work  of  Trustees  is  imaginary.     Meetings  are  rarely  held 
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and  there  is  never  prompt  action  in  regard  to  any  matter  affect- 
ing the  schools. 

The  distinction  between  the  instruction  needed  in  the  lower 
grade  schools,  constituting  the  great  majority  of  the  schools,  and 
that  of  the  High  Schools,  as  directed  in  the  "School  Rules  and 
Regulations,"  should  be  most  carefully  observed.  There  should 
be  no  claim  for  the  higher  instruction  in  all  of  the  schools  of  the 
counties.  In  fact,  when  pupils  have  completed  the  sixth  grade 
course,  as  kid  down  in  the  regulations,  they  should  leave  the  or- 
dinary schools  and  attend  the  high  schools  or  higher  grade 
schools,  so  that  they  might  not  deprive  the  mass  of  the  pupils  of 
free  education  in  the  six  grades  of  the  general  school  work.  Oft- 
times  an  Examiner  finds  a  few  favored  pupils  of  the  seventh, 
eighth  and  ninth  grades  receiving  more  attention  from  teachers 
than  the  balance  of  the  pupils  in  the  school,  necessarily  in  the 
grades  below  the  seventh.  We  should  remember  that  the  large 
majority  of  our  pupils  never  go  beyond  the  sixth  grade  studies. 

Another  unfortunate  result  of  the  strange  legislation  in  public 
school  affairs  is  found  in  the  education  of  the  colored  pupils.  A 
system  which  shows  the  education  of  these  pupils  for  ten,  nine, 
eight  and  five  months  variously  in  the  different  counties  of  the 
State  cannot  be  called  a  fair,  wise  or  desirable  system.  Due  con- 
sideration should  be  given  to  this  abnormal  feature  of  the  present 
school  law.  The  truth  is,  there  should  be  a  regular  school  year 
for  all  schools  in  the  State,  white  and  colored. 

Teachers'  institutes  and  associations  should  be  made  absolutely 
obligatory  throughout  the  State.  In  several  counties  no  atten- 
tion is  paid  to  the  law  in  these  matters. 

A  comparison  of  the  different  school  reports  of  the  counties, 
with  the  Comptroller's  report,  will  show  that  the  academic  fund 
for  each  county  goes  directly  to  the  School  Boards  of  all  the 
counties  except  Frederick,  Kent,  Montgomery,  Cecil  and  Dor- 
chester. I  do  not  know  the  reason  for  these  exceptions.  Cer- 
tainly, in  Dorchester  county,  the  exception  should  continue  no 
longer,  as  it  is  well  known  the  academies  in  Dorchester  could  not 
continue  for  a  single  day  without  the  liberal  assistance  of  the 
School  Board,  and  yet  the  control  and  management  of  the  acade- 
mies and  seminaries  continue  in  the  hands  of  Boards  of  Trus- 
tees, self- elective,  without  consultation  with  the  School  Board. 
This  is  clearly  wrong  in  principle  and  practice  and  should  be 
changed  by  proper  legislation. 


FREDERICK  COUNTY.— .£  L.  Boblitz,  Examiner. 

In  compliance  with  your  letter  of  5th  instant,  I  take  this  op- 
portunity of  giving  you  an  account  of  our  experience  in  inaugu- 
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rating  free  school  books  in  all  grades  in  the  Frederick  county 
public  schools. 

The  amount  of  the  first  apportionment  made  by  the  Comp- 
troller under  the  Act  of  Assembly  of  Maryland  for  the  introduc- 
tion of  free  school  books,  was  $6,674.33 — about  64  cents  for  each 
pupil  as  per  enrollment  of  1895-'96.  This  was  not  sufficient  to 
furnish  free  books  in  all  grades. 

In  addition  to  this  fund  there  was  a  large  supply  of  books  on 
hand  in  the  various  district  schools  throughout  the  county,  be- 
longing to  the  School  Board,  but  still  not  enough  to  meet  all 
demands  for  the  different  grades.  Besides  this  source  of  supply, 
quite  a  number  of  patrons  had  been  supplying  books  for  their 
children,  instead  of  paying  book  fees.  It  was  believed  that  if 
they,  or  a  large  proportion  of  them,  could  be  induced  to  use  the 
books  belonging  to  them  as  long  as  they  were  in  good  condition, 
it  would  be  possible  to  make  books  free  in  all  grades  from  the 
beginning.  An  appeal,  having  the  consummation  of  this  plan  in 
view,  was  made  to  them  and  met  with  a  liberal  response. 

From  the  beginning  of  the  year,  all  grades  were  supplied  with 
free  books  and  the  system  worked  better  than  was  anticipated. 

It  is  probable  that  with  the  apportionment  as  now  made,  that 
all  necessary  requirements  for  books  can  be  supplied,  and  it  is 
possible  that  a  surplus  would  be  left  that  would  very  materially 
assist  in  the  purchase  of  supplies — a  desirable  contingency. 

It  may  be  and  has  been  urged  that  the  cost  of  supplies  for  the 
individual  is  so  small,  that  it  can  be  paid  without  hardship  by 
any  one.  This  may  be  true,  but  experience  during  the  past 
year  has  shown  that,  small  as  the  cost  has  been,  many  pupils 
have  not  been  supplied  as  they  should  have  been,  in  order  to 
achieve  the  best  results.  Many  of  the  schools  did  not  have 
enough  of  supplies.  In  some  cases  other  than  the  series  of  copy 
books  adopted  by  the  Board  were  used,  in  others  no  standard 
but  the  teacher's  was  the  rule  of  penmanship  for  the  pupils,  not- 
withstanding the  fact  that  a  full  stock  of  copy  books  and  all 
other  supplies  were  kept  on  hand  in  the  office,  subject  to  the 
orders  of  the  teachers,  who  were  required  to  pay  for  what  was 
sold  at  the  close  of  the  term  when  their  salaries  were  paid. 

For  some  reason,  or  for  various  reasons,  a  number  of  teachers 
were  averse  to  act  as  agents  for  the  sale  of  supplies,  ordering  in 
very  small  quantities,  in  some  cases,  not  by  any  measure,  order- 
ing none  at  all,  leaving  their  pupils  to  secure  what  was  needed  as 
best  they  could,  which  in  some  instances  was  not  at  all. 

Should  the  next  Legislature  decline  to  amend  the  act  making 
text  books  free  in  the  public  schools  so  as  to  make  supplies  free 
also,  it  will  be  necessary  to  adopt  more  drastic  measures  to  re- 
quire some  of  our  teachers  to  keep  supplies  on  hand. 
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By  reference  to  the  statistical  report  you  will  perceive  that 
there  has  been  an  increase  in  the  enrollment  of  over  5  per  cent, 
for  the  year  closing.  July  31,  1896 — the  enrollment  for  1897 
being  10,933,  for  1896,  10,374.  The  average  attendance  for  the 
same  periods  also  shows  a  gain  of  nearly  7  per  cent,  being  6,485 
for  1898,  as  against  6,082  for  1896.  The  conditions  as  to 
weather,  roads,  sickness,  etc.,  being  about  the  same  for  each 
period,  it  seems  to  be  only  a  reasonable  assumption  that  the  gain 
is  due  to  the  introduction  of  free  books. 

Experience  •  in  the  introduction  of  free  text  books  seems  to 
point  to  free  supplies  as  the  logical  completion  of  the  system. 
The  additional  expense  will  be  comparatively  small,  the  cause  of 
frequent  contention  between  teachers,  pupils  and  patrons  will  be 
eliminated,  all  children,  irrespective  of  financial  conditions,  will 
stand  on  an  equal  footing,  and  the  school  system  can  be  made 
more  uniform  and  effective. 


GARRETT  COUNTY.—  W.  G.  Palmer,  Examiner. 

The  schools  of  this  county  opened  October  11th,  and  have 
just  completed  the  first  term. 

We  are  trying  to  make  progress  in  Garrett,  but  the  conditions 
are  very  discouraging.  Education  costs  money,  and  we  are  poor. 
Our  school  tax  being  the  highest  in  proportion  in  the  State,  we 
cannot  ask  our  people  to  do  more  for  education,  and  we  see  no 
alternative  but  face  the  inevitable  four  or  five  months'  school 
year  for  years  to  come. 

Our  county  is  crossed  by  several  ranges  of  the  Alleganies,  viz : 
Negro,  Meadow,  Savage  and  Backbone  Mountains,  and  traversed 
by  the  Toughiogheny,  Castleman's  and  Savage  rivers,  and 
bounded  by  the  Potomac.  The  valleys  are  deep  and  the  moun- 
tains high  and  abrupt.  The  population  is  scattering.  While  we 
are  paying  the  lowest  salaries  in  the  State,  still  the  cost  per  pupil 
per  month  is  the  highest. 

Oakland  is  the  only  school  employing  more  than  one  assistant, 
and  we  have  only  ten  schools  which  employ  one.  Allowing  a 
school  to  every  four  square  miles  of  territory,  we  should  have 
170  schools,  while  we  have  only  about  125.  The  pressure  for 
new  schools  is  enormous,  inasmuch  as  we  have  scores  of  children 
entirely  out  of  reach  of  any  school.  We  have  seven  more  rooms 
this  year  than  last,  which  increases  our  expenses  fully  5  per  cent. 

Last  year  we  built  six  country  houses  and  this  year  four.  We 
have  fully  twenty-five  houses  entirely  unfit  for  use,  and  about  as 
many  are  becoming  worthless  each  year,  as  we  feel  it  possible  to 
replace.     It  is  a  great  unsolved  question  with  the  School  Board 
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whether  it  is  wise  to  build  Dew  school  houses  at  the  expense  of 
the  school  term,  even  when  they  are  needly  so  badly.  School 
houses  without  school  is  like  faith  without  works,  and  still  our 
teachers  and  children  are  endangering  their  health  and  shorten- 
ing their  live  in  many  that  we  have.  We  can't  do  both,  build 
houses  and  have  school  with  our  present  resources. 

The  equipment  of  our  schools  is  most  meagre.  A  few  of  our 
houses  still  have  the  old  style  hench — no  desks,  with  a  shelf  run- 
ning around  tho  house  for  writing,  and  some  lack  even  the  shelf. 
Probably  one-half  of  them  have  the  board  desk,  the  product  of 
the  local  carpenter,  and  among  our  "patent  desks"  we  find  100 
cast-off  desks  from  the  colored  schools  of  a  city  in  a  neighboring 
couuty. 

We  have  absolutely  no  apparatus,  no  money  to  buy  any,  and 
teachers  earning  §125  to  §150  per  year  could  not  buy  even  if 
they  would  desire  to  do  so. 

It  is  true  that  free  books  have  been  of  great  benefit  to  our 
schools,  and  the  large  increase  in  attendance  can  no  doubt  be 
traced  largely  to  this  cause ;  but  we  are  much  cramped  for  funds 
from  this  source  and  have  been  able  so  far  to  buy  only  the  most 
elementary  books,  not  able  to  reach  such  books  as  the  complete 
geography  and  United  States  history.  Our  book  fund  of  about 
$1,850,  divided  among  our  4,200  enrolled  pupils  last  year,  gave 
less  than  45  cents  each  for  books — a  very  slender  allowance  for 
the  great  commonwealth  of  Maryland  to  apportion  to  her  most 
destitute  county. 

While  we  have  many  experienced,  successful  and  well-qualified 
teachers  (who  are  so,  even  in  spite  of  their  circumstances),  the 
short  terms  and  low  salaries  are  a  barrier  to  the  professional 
training  of  the  mass  of  them. 

Among  our  150  teachers,  we  find  but  one  State  .Normal 
Diploma,  one  Western  Maryland  Diploma  and  two  State  Certifi- 
cates. Nothing  but  three  terms  of  schools  per  year,  and  salaries 
of  $73  and  above  per  term  will  enable  our  teachers  to  obtain 
that  professional  training  necessary  to  wipe  out  those  antiquated 
methods  prevalent  in  so  many  school  rooms. 

We  trust  the  coming  session  of  the  Legislature  will  seriously 
consider  the  welfare  of  all  the  children  within  the  bounds  of  the 
State,  and  devise  some  means  by  which  the  poor  counties  may 
obtain  funds  to  keep  their  schools  open  seven  and  one-half 
months,  when  they  are  not  able  to  do  so  themselves,  with  a 
county  school  tax  exceeding  twenty-five  cents  on  the  $100. 

The  educational  salvation  of  Garrett  is  at  stake,  and  the  cry  of 
her  children,  enduring  literary  starvation,  appeals  to  our  Legisla- 
tors for  aid. 
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HAKFORD    COUNTY.— John  D.    Worlhington,  Examiner. 

My  annual  report  of  the  schools  of  this  county,  enclosed  here- 
with, shows  a  marked  improvement  in  the  enrollment  and  average 
attandance  for  the  year  just  ended. 

As  far  as  I  can  judge  this  is  due  largely  to  the  introduction  of 
free  books  into  our  schools. 

"While  the  amount  appropriated  under  the  law  is  insufficient 
and  its  limitation  to  text  books  alone  is  unfortunate,  it  has  done 
much  to  popularize  the  schools  and  lift  a  very  disagreeable  bur- 
den from  the  shoulders  of  both  teachers  and  parents.  If  the 
sum  should  be  somewhat  increased  by  the  next  General  Assem- 
bly, free  books,  stationery,  &c,  be  extended  to  all  grades,  and  an 
equitable  distribution  of  the  money  levied  be  made,  so  that  each 
child  would  count  no  more  nor  less  than  another,  the  most  valu- 
able amendment  to  the  general  school  law  would  have  been  made 
since  the  inception  of  the  public  school  system. 

Our  method  of  distribution  is  to  keep  a  suitable  supply  of 
books  on  hand  at  the  central  office,  and  at  three  other  important 
points  in  the  county.  The  care  of  these  stations  costs  but  little, 
and  books  are  thus  within  reasonable  distance  of  all ;  it  is  unusual 
to  find  it  necessary  to  pay  expressage. 

I  am  glad  to  say  that  this  Board,  taking  the  ground  that  slates, 
stationery,  &c,  while  costing  but  little,  are  of  great  importance 
in  the  every-day  conduct  of  a  school,  decided  to  furnish  them 
out  of  county  funds;  hence,  everything  a  child  required,  was 
furnished  free  for  the  first  six  grades. 

The  provision  requiring  this  fund  to  be  kept  inviolate  for 
books  alone,  even  after  all  needs  have  been  met,  is  an  unfortu- 
nate one.  I  think  it  will  be  found  that  nearly  all  counties  had  a 
surplus  after  supplying  the  colored  schools. 

Unless  there  is  an  amendment  on  this  subject   allowing  unex- 
pended   balances  to  be  used  for  general   school    purposes,  each 
year  will  show  a  continually  increasing  balance  of  money  which 
must  lie  dead  in  the  treasury,  though  badly  needed  in  other  de 
partments  of  the  work. 

The  fact  is  that  under  changing  conditions  in  the  development 
of  the  State  during  the  past  thirty-seven  years  a  mass  of  patch- 
work legislation  has  grown  up  which  causes  much  friction  in  its 
application  and  hampers  the  usefulness  of  the  schools. 

As  the  system  of  free  education  now  applies  alike  to  all  chil- 
dren in  the  State,  with  no  distinction  save  separate  schools  for 
white  and  colored  children,  there  seems  to  be  no  good  reason 
why  there  should  be  separate  purses,  and  the  money  received 
from  the  State  to  be  apportioned  by  the  present  arbitrary  and 
unreasonable  manner.  The  only  reason  I  have  ever  heard  in 
favor  of  continuing  a  method  which  works  so  unjustly  is  its  long 
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continued  practice  ;  in  my  own  mind  this  is  the  strongest  reason 
why  the  suffering  should  be  made  to  suffer  no  longer. 

1  would  respectfully  suggest  that  in  lieu  of  existing  legislation 
and  precedence  on  the  subject,  the  General  Assembly  provide  a 
State  tax  of  15  cents  on  the  $100,  each  county  to  levy  at  least 
as  much  more ;  that  it  be  apportioned  to  the  city  of  Baltimore 
and  the  several  counties  in  proportion  to  thier  school-going  popu- 
lation ;  that  free  books,  etc.,  be  furnished  all,  and  that  equal  facili- 
ties be  furnished  white  and  colored  children  in  separate  schools. 

I  cannot  forbear  expressing  the  hope  that  the  General  Assem- 
bly will  see  the  wisdom  of  divorcing  the  office  of  State  Superin- 
tendent from  that  of  Principal  of  the  State  Normal  School. 

While  the  present  arrangement  worked  well  when  the  school 
was  in  its  infancy,  it  is  plain  to  all  that  it  now  demands  the  un- 
divided attention  of  its  principal. 

The  State  at  large,  on  the  other  hand,  is  greatly  in  need  of  the 
inspiring  and  uplifting  influence  of  a  chief  executive,  who,  as 
Institute  Conductor  and  otherwise  can  spend  his  time  in  the  field 
enthusing  its  county  workers  and  unifying  the  work. 

It  gives  me  pleasure  to  report  that  the  eleventh  annual  session 
of  our  Teachers'  Institute,  held  during  the  first  week  of  Septem- 
ber, laid  heavy  tribute  on  the  faculty  of  the  State  Normal 
School,  for  which  we  desire  thus  publicly  to  extend  our  thanks, 
and  to  report  that  in  the  opinion  of  all  concerned  it  was  second 
in  interest  and  usefulness  to  none  of  its  predecessors. 


HOWARD  COUNTY.— L.  31.  Shipley,  Examiner. 

I  have  the  honor  to  make  the  following  supplementary  report, 
in  response  to  your  communication  of  8th  inst. 
1.  "Method  of  executing  the  free  text- book  law." 

The  School  Board  were  carefully  considering  what  method 
could  be  adopted  for  putting  the  free  book  law  in  operation, 
when  instructions  and  circulars  pertaining  to  the  subject  were 
received  from  the  State  Board  of  Education. 

The  Dulany  system  of  accounts  and  records,  indeed,  had 
already  been  contracted  for,  which  embraces  office  record,  requi- 
sition and  loan  books  for  each  teacher. 

The  circular  containing  rules  for  the  care  of  free  books,  re- 
ceived from  the  State  Board,  was  reproduced  and  placed  in  the 
books  sent  to  each  teacher  for  his  guidance. 

Labels  containing  cautions  and  requirements  of  teachers,  pupils 
and  parents  were  provided,  to  be  pasted  on  the  inside  cover  of 
each  book. 

Before  the  schools  were  opened  in  September,  1896,  the 
teachers  were  called  together,  and  a  general  understanding  ar- 
rived at  in  the  matter  of  record  and  care  of  books. 
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The  results  obtained  by  this  systematic  care  of  the  boots  have 
been  most  gratifying,  the  entire  loss  having  been  merely  nomi- 
nal. Teachers,  parents  and  children  seemed  to  vie  with  each 
other  in  caring  for  books,  by  providing  some  neat,  attractive 
cover  for  them.  At  the  ending  of  the  year  the  School  Board 
saw  fit  to  adopt  resolutions  commending  all  concerned  for  the 
solicitude  and  fidelity  manifested  in  caring  for  the  books. 

Some  embarrassment  was  felt  and  dissatisfaction  occasioned 
by  the  lack  of  sufficient  funds  to  provide  all  the  grades  with  free 
books,  but  by  the  co-operation  of  patrons  and  teachers  the  old 
books  (owned  by  the  children)  were  made  to  supplement  the 
new,  and  some  were  rented  for  the  year.  The  Board  now  be- 
lieves that  the  appropriation  this  year  will  be  sufficient  to  supply 
all  urgent  demands. 

2.  "The  Effect  on  the  Schools." 

As  all  Teachers  and  Boards  had  anticipated,  the  effect  has 
been  quite  helpful  by  placing  at  the  teacher's  disposal,  without 
delay,  when  required,  all  books  necessary  for  change  of  grade  in 
promoting  pupils,  without  loss  or  annoyance  to  her. 

Should  the  funds  appropriated  by  the  General  Assembly 
prove  adequate  to  supply  and  exceed  the  demand  for  free  books, 
the  law  should  be  so  amended  as  to  provide  copy  books,  pens, 
ink,  &c,  and  thus  complete  the  teachers'  armamentarium. 

Some  stimulus  was  derived  from  free  books,  as  manifested  in 
better  attendance  of  pupils,  which  has  been  maintained  for  the 
opening  term  of  this  scholastic  year. 

3.  "Other  information." 

Enforcement  of  the  vaccination  law  always  has  the  effect  of 
keeping  a  number  of  children  out  of  the  schools.  The  remedy 
seems  to  lie  at  the  door  of  the  authorities  having  the  enforce- 
ment of  the  law  in  their  hands,  before  the  children  reach  the 
legal  school  age.     Why  is  the  law  not  complied  with  ? 

By  husbanding  the  financial  resources,  the  Board  is  at  last 
enabled  to  place  salaries  of  teachers  on  a  cash  basis,  without 
resort  to  frequent  borrowing. 

A  number  of  school  houses,  especially  those  for  colored  chil- 
dren, are  not  so  good  and  comfortable  as  the  times  demand.  If 
the  money  now  wasted  in  intoxicants  by  our  colored  population, 
to  the  great  detriment  of  temporal,  educational  and  moral  pros- 
perity, could  be  diverted,  even  for  one  year,  to  the  building  of 
their  school  houses,  an  astonishing  betterment  would  be  immedi- 
ately realized. 

On  the  whole,  the  schools  are  prospering.  Many  fine  slate 
black-boards  have  taken  the  place  of  former  makeshifts.  A  few 
houses  are  being  built  and  better  furniture  has  been  placed  in 
•  several. 
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A  few  calamity  shriakers  have  made  organized  and  persistent 
effort,  throughout  the  year,  to  bring  the  School  Board  into  dis- 
credit, by  publishing  statements  at  variance  with  the  facts,  and 
by  other  unwarranted  methods  of  agitation.  These  sinister 
attacks  have  met  a  reverse  of  public  opinion,  and  the  air  will  be 
clearer. 

The  aggregate  of  attendance  for  the  year  ending  July  31, 1897, 
rose  to  the  high-water  mark,  only  to  be  exceeded  by  the  Fall 
Term  of  the  current  year.  Howard  county  is  near  the  front, 
where  she  will  remain.  Her  staying  qualities  are  good ;  her 
teachers  are  faithful  and  efficient. 


PEIjStCE  GEORGE'S  COUNTY.— Thos.  S.  Stone,  Examiner. 

In  reply  to  your  letter  of  the  8th,  I  would  respectfully  state 
that  I  can  add  but  little  to  the  information  given  in  the  tabu- 
lated report.  The  schools  for  white  and  colored  children  were 
opened  for  nine  months  of  the  school  year.  The  enrollment  of 
pupils  was  largely  increased  by  the  introduction  of  free  books. 
Fairly  good  work  was  done  by  the  teachers,  and  the  people  of 
the  county  seem  generally  satisfied  with  their  schools.  One 
additional  house  was  built  for  use  of  white  children  and  one 
additional  assistant  teacher  employed  in  the  white  schools. 

Text-books  were  purchased  of  Messrs.  J.  "W.  Bond  &  Co., 
and  delivered  by  them  in  the  county,  free  of  freight,  at  20-§-  per 
cent  off  wholesale  prices.  A  contract  was  made  with  a  resident 
of  the  county  to  deliver  these  books  at  the  school  houses  for 
$350.  No  other  expense  was  incurred  in  handling  the  books, 
and  no  other  charge  made  against  the  fund,  except  for  necessary 
printing  and  the  cost  of  record  books — the  same  adopted  by  the 
State  Board  of  Education. 

The  teachers  were  held  responsible  for  the  books  sent  them. 
Consequently  no  loss  was  incurred,  with  exception  of  a  few 
books  taken  by  tramps  from  a  school  house.  At  the  end  of  the 
year  parents  paid  for  all  books  lost  or  destroyed  by  their  chil- 
dren. During  vacation,  the  books  of  each  school  were  taken 
care  of  in  the  home  of  some  patron  or  trustee  of  said  school. 

All  grades,  from  the  first  to  the  eighth  inclusive,  were  fully 
supplied.  And  at  this  time  all  bills  against  the  free  book  fund 
have  been  paid,  and  all  the  children  in  attendance  are  fully  pro- 
vided with  the  books  they  need. 

The  colored  free  book  fund  has  about  81, TOO  to  its  credit, 
while  the  fund  for  white  children  is  about  exhausted. 
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SOMERSET  COUNTY.—  William  H.  Dashiell.  Examiner. 

I  submit  the  following  brief  supplementary  report : 

The  condition  of  the  schools  of  Somerset  county,  so  far  as 
grading  and  teaching  are  concerned,  is  good ;  financially,  the 
School  Board  is  embarrassed.  The  demands  for  new  schools 
and  school  houses,  with  equipments,  have  caused  expenditures  in 
excess  of  income  for  several  years  past,  as  will  be  seen  by  refer- 
euce  to  our  financial  statements.  The  Board  has  now  called  a 
halt  in  these  improvements  and  has  ordered  a  retrenchment  in 
all  departments,  including  this  office,  and  appeals  have  been 
made  for  an  increased  county  levy. 

The  introduction  of  free  books  has  caused  a  decided  increase 
in  the  enrollment  of  pupils,  there  having  been  600  more  on  roll 
than  during  the  year  previous  ;  the  average  attendance,  however, 
has  not  materially  changed  its  ratio. 

The  free  book  distribution  has  been  carried  into  effect  as 
nearly  as  possible,  in  accordance  with  the  regulations  of  the  State 
Board.  The  Board  proceeded  slowly,  and  at  first  only  four 
grades  were  supplied.  This  year  the  distribution  will  be  com- 
pleted. The  popularity  of  the  measure  varies  in  different  locali- 
ties; there  are  not  many  patrons,  however,  who  have  not  availed 
themselves  of  the  free  book  privilege.  Taking  everything  into 
consideration  the  system  has  worked  well. 

Rules  were  adopted  early  in  the  year  for  the  distribution  and 
care  of  books,  and  each  book  contains  the  usual  label,  with  a  set 
of  condensed  rules. 

Teachers  are  charged  with  all  books  and  are  required  to  see 
that  all  books  lost  or  mutilated  are  restored,  and  where  patrons 
persistently  refuse  to  pay  the  values,  teachers  are  instructed  to 
deny  such  the  further  privilege  of  free  books  until  the  losses  are 
made  good,  and  to  send  a  list  of  delinquents  to  this  office. 

The  custody  of  books  during  the  summer  vacation  was  a 
matter  of  considerable  discussion.  It  was  finally  determined  to 
have  the  books  removed  in  a  case,  or  strong  box,  securely  locked, 
to  the  home  of  the  chairman  of  the  Trustees,  his  receipt  for  the 
same,  after  a  careful  count,  to  be  forwarded  to  this  office,  with 
the  teacher's  final  report ;  at  the  opening  of  schools  in  the  fall 
the  books  to  be  returned  and  the  teacher's  receipt  given  to  the 
trustee.  This  plan  has  been  successful  and  the  expense  of  trans- 
portation to  and  from  this  office  has  been  avoided,  to  say  nothing 
of  the  lack  of  storage  room  here. 

An  examination  of  the  books  show  that  they  have  been  quite 
well  preserved,  perhaps  better  than  we  had  anticipated. 

Appended  you  will  find  copies  of  rules,  list  of  books,  &c. 

The  consolidation  of  a  number  of  our  primary  schools  intp 
graded  ones  has  been  a  source  of  much  benefit  to  the  communi- 
ties in  which  they  are  located.     I  think  I  called  your  attention 
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to  these  changes  in  a  former  report,  but  I  desire  to  commend 
them  as  a  progressive  movement. 


TALBOT  COUNTY. — Alexander  Chaplain,  Examiner. 

Public  School  Savings  Bane:. 

The  Public  School  Savings  Bank  of  Talbot  county  has  been 
established  during  the  scholastic  year  just  closed,  under  distinct 
articles  of  incorporation,  and  already  gives  signs  of  steady 
growth  and  healthy  expansion.  The  system  has  been  carried 
into  the  school  room  as  an  educational  factor  and  not  as  a  purely 
capitalistic  idea ;  and  the  clerical  feature  has  been  so  simplified, 
for  the  teacher,  as  to  disturb  no  other  element  of  the  school 
work.  For  the  pupils  it  involves  no  labors  of  study  or  memoriz- 
ing ;  but  it  serves,  as  we  have  found,  to  gradually  bring  them 
into  that  desirable,  confidential  intercourse  with  their  teachers, 
which  can  be  used  for  far-reaching  purposes  of  instruction,  gov- 
ernment and  will  training. 

The  success  of  the  school  savings  bank  will  be  largely  due  to 
the  faith  and  fostering  care  of  school  officials,  and  to  the  enthu- 
siasm, mental  grasp  and  imagination  of  the  teachers.  The 
.  teacher  must  see  in  the  enterprise  one  of  the  sources  of  social 
amelioration  to  be  used  and  improved  in  our  public  school  sys- 
tem, as  a  means  of  increasing  intelligence  and  imparting  to 
pupils  a  sound  economic  and  civic  instruction,  and  as  an  objective 
assistance  in  developing  practical  common  sense  and  the  forma- 
tion of  good  habits.  As  soon  as  a  child  comes  into  possession  of 
a  bank  book,  he  is  made  a  business  individual;  and,  in  this  view, 
the  system  helps  to  raise  the  standard  of  character,  and  the 
nnmber  of  depositors  is  preferable  to  the  large  figure  of 
deposits. 

The  deposits  of  the  pupils  have  been  safely  invested,  and  are 
already  earning  for  them  increment  to  be  shared  in  future  divi- 
dends.

Sanitary  Survey  of  School.  Houses. 
"We  earnestly  second  the  zealous  efforts  of  the  State  Board  of 
Health,  Dr.  John  S.  Fulton,  Secretary,  during  the  year  in  devis- 
ing methods  for  the  practical  applications  of  public  hygiene, 
and  bringing  its  work  in  close  touch  with  the  public  schools. 
While  it  is  of  great  importance  to  the  sanitarian  that  the  cause 
of  obscure  forms  of  disease  should  be  discovered  and  revealed, 
or  that  the  relationship  existing  between  certain  pathological 
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manifestations  should  be  determined,  yet  the  popular  desire  has 
been  that  health  officials  should  bring  their  -work  into  contact 
with  the  general  public.  This  the  State  Board  of  Health  is  con- 
stantly using  endeavors  to  do.  The  basal  truths  of  sanitary 
science  are  easily  comprehended  b}T  the  general  public ;  but  still 
the  proper  application  of  sanitary  laws  needs  to  be  pointed  out 
and  enforced. 

Believing  with  the  State  Board  of  Health  that  there  are 
many  hygienic  errors  in  the  location,  construction  and  condition 
of  our  school  houses,  and  among  the  pupils  admitted  to  them, 
the  following  form  for  a  report  was  sent  to  the  teachers :

5.  What  is  the  size  of  the  yard  ? 

6.  Does  water  stand  in  ponds  in  the  yard,  or  near  by  on  con- 
tiguous property? 

7.  Is  the  house  well  ventilated  ?     How? 

8.  What  are  the  means  for  heating  ? 

9.  How  many  windows  ?     Size  % 

10.  Are  the  blackboards  placed  between  the  windows  ?  Are 
the  surfaces  of  the  blackboards  dead  or  glossy  ? 

11.  What  is  source  of  water  supply  ?  If  from  wells,  are  they 
kept  clean  and  in  good  order  ? 

12.  Is  the  source  of  water  supply  safe,  and  protected  from 
contamination  by  foul,  standing  or  running  water,  stables,  stock 
and  barn  yards,  etc.? 

13.  How  many  outhouses  are  there,  not  counting  the  house 
used  for  fuel  supply  ?  Are  they  in  good  order,  and  properly 
protected  as  to  privacy  ? 

14.  Are  the  pupils  required  to  be  vaccinated  before  entering 
the  school  ? 

15.  Are  the  pupils  from  houses  where  infectious  or  contagious 
diseases  are  prevailing,  excluded  from  the  school  ? 

16.  Which  of  the  following  have  occurred  among  the  pupils 
in  1896,  1897 :  diphtheria,  scarlet  fever,  measles,  whooping- 
cough,  mumps,  chicken-pox,  tuberculosis,  itch,  ringworm  of  the 
scalp  or  face,  lice  ? 

17.  What  suggestions  can  you  make  to  render  the  hygienic 
condition  of  the  school  more  favorable  ? 

Every  question  upon  this  blank  is  a  practical  one,  and  sug- 
gested by  the  observation  of  intelligent  educators  and  health 
officials. 
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"When  replies  were  received  from  all  of  the  teachers,  copies 
were  sent  to  Dr.  John  S.  Fulton,  the  Executive  Officer  of  the 
State  Board  of  Heath,  by  whom  they  were  tabulated.  It  is 
needless  to  add,  that  the  facts  elicited  were,  in  many  cases,  startling; 
and  we  shall  use  endeavors  to  improve  the  sanitary  conditions  of 
many  of  our  school  houses.

Colored   Schools. 

The  enrollment  in  the  colored  schools  has  increased  so  largely, 
even  during;  the  scholastic  year,  as  to  necessitate  additional 
accommodations  and  an  increase  in  their  teaching  force. 

In  developing  the  public  schools  for  colored  children,  the 
State  appropriation  is  totally  inadequate,  and  the  county  has  to 
provide  largely  for  this  purpose.  The  character  and  qualifica- 
tions of  the  colored  teachers  must  be  of  a  higher  order  than 
formerly,  and  demand  higher  salaries.  There  is  no  hostility 
among  our  people  to  the  schooling  of  the  colored  children,  but 
the  chief  obstacle  has  been  heretofore  from  the  crude  notions  of 
education  in  their  own  race,  which  have  largely  negatived  the 
the  efforts  of  those  who  have  their  elevation  and  good  at  heart. 
There  is  now,  however,  a  widening  and  deepening  flow  of  the 
school  sentiment  and  broader  views  concerning  the  nature  and 
character  of  school  work  prevailing  among  both  the  teachers 
and  patrons  of  these  schools,  and  the  signs  are  propitious  and 
hopeful  for  a  healthy  and  gratifying  development. 

Tree  Text  Books. 

A  year  or  two  in  advance  of  the  free  text-law,  readers,  etc., 
were  furnished  without  cost  to  the  pupils  in  our  schools.  The 
policy  was  to  gradually  increase  the  free  list  until  the  system  of 
free  text  books  should  be  accomplished  without  aid  from  the 
State.  Both  the  teachers  and  the  pupils  were  prepared,  there- 
fore, for  the  duty  of  properly  guarding  and  caring  for  this 
species  of  public  property ;  and  nothing  but  purely  accidental 
and  unavoidable  injury  to  books  have  been  reported. 

The  rules  relating  to  this  property,  and  pasted  by  the  teachers 
in  each  book,  are  as  follows : 

1.  Teachers  shall,  at  the  close  of  each  school  term,  inspect  all 
books  in  the  hands  of  pupils  or  otherwise  on  hand  for  the  use  of 
the  school,  note  their  condition,  and  set  forth  the  same  in  the 
term  report  to  the  Board  of  School  Commissioners. 

2.  Each  principal  teacher  shall  be  held  responsible  for  the 
proper  care  and  return  of  all  text-books  delivered  to  the  school 
under  his  or  her  charge. 
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3.  Each  text-book  issued  to  pupils,  except  Primers  or  First 
Readers,  must  be  covered  by  the  pupil  or  teacher  with  heavy 
manilla  paper  or  "Holden's  Perfect  Book  Cover."  In  no  cases 
shall  pupils  be  allowed  to  cover  books  with  material  that  may 
invite  the  lodgment  of  disease  germs. 

4.  Any  pupil  losing  or  willfully  destroying  or  materially  in- 
juring a  text-book  shall  be  required  to  replace  or  pay  for  the 
same,  and  may  be  deprived  of  the  privileges  of  the  school  until 
this  requirement  is  complied  with. 

5.  Any  writing  in,  marking  upon  or  otherwise  defacing  of  a 
book  will  be  considered  a  material  injury,  for  which  such  book 
must  be  replaced  or  paid  for. 

Primary  Reading. 

In  general,  reading  has  not  been  successfully  taught  in  our 
primary  grades.  More  frequently  than  otherwise,  habits  of 
expression  and  habits  of  thought  are  acquired  which  subsequent 
training  fails  to  overcome  ;  so  that  good  readers  are  the  excep- 
tion, either  in  our  schools  or  out  of  them.  We  have  devoted 
much  careful  study  to  the  subject,  with  a  view  to  discover  the 
difficulties  and  adopting  the  best  method  to  overcome  them. 
For  two  years  now  we  have  used  the  phonogram  method  in  con- 
nection with  the  phonic  work  in  the  early  stages  of  this,  the 
most  important  branch  of  the  child's  schooling ;  and  our  belief 
remains  unshaken  that  this  method  is  the  best  yet  devised  for 
the  solution  of  the  problem  of  primary  reading.  . 

German  children  acquire  as  much  of  the  art  of  reading  in  one 
year,  as  our  children,  with  our  old  books  and  methods,  have  been 
able  to  do  in  two  years  or  more.  This  they  could  not  do  were 
not  their  orthography  essentially  phonetic. 

The  same -results  can  be  made  possible  in  our  language  by  the 
use  of  a  graded  system  of  phonograms  in  phonetic  reading. 

The  graded  system  of  phonograms  serves  the  double  purpose 
for  the  children  of  decreasing  the  number  of  sound  elements  in 
the  words,  while  it  increases  to  a  very  large  degree  the  number 
of  phonetic  words  to  be  used  in  the  reading.  Indeed,  the  know- 
ledge of  the  individual  phonograms,  in  the  graded  course,  is  the 
foundation  upon  which  the  whole  superstructure  in  phonetic 
reading  rests. 

The  results  in  primary  reading  reached  by  German  children 
are  compassed  by  no  other  method  which  we  have  used  in  our 
schools.  Our  tests  and  examinations,  in  a  great  variety  of  con- 
ditions, both  as  to  qalifications  and  disposition  of  the  teachers 
and  the  character  of  the  schools,  have  uniformly  given  the  same 
favorable  results : 

1.  Great  saving  of  time — one  year  or  more. 

2.  Better  spelling,  where  this  has  been  made  a  matter  of  atten- 
tion. 
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3.  Better  pronunciation,  both  as  to  correctness  and  distinctness. 

4.  Independence  and  self-reliance  on  the  part  of  the  pupil, 
increased  interest,  better  discipline,  culture  of  the  mind  and 
senses  to  good  habits  of  observation  and  discrimination,  and  a 
good  training  of  the  analytic  and  logical  faculties. 

Verticle  Penmanship. 

Before  introducing  vertical  writing  into  our  schools,  the  sub- 
ject was  investigated  and  discussed  for  a  year  or  more ;  and  we 
discovered  that  it  grew  out  of  inquiries  into  the  causes  of  physi- 
cal defects  among  school  children ;  that  it  has  been  from  the 
first  not  a  question  of  taste,  but  of  hygiene.  Yertical  writing, 
however,  is  not  ony  a  hygienic,  but  an  art  improvement.  It  is 
more  legible  than  the  slant,  and  this  fact  commends  it  to  teachers 
and  business  men.  Pupils  in  the  primary  grades  are  inclined  to 
write  a  round,  upright  hand,  and  are  with  difficulty  forced  into 
the  slanting  style;  and  todevelop  and  perfect  the  naturalh  and- 
writing  is  easier  in  practice  than  to  change  it. 

In  connection  with  the  introduction  of  vertical  writing,  the 
following  rules  were  issued  to  the  teachers : 

1.  That  all  pupils,  in  writing,  face  the  desk,  so  that  a  line 
joining  the  shoulders  shall  be  parallel  with  the  front  edge  of  the 
desk. 

2.  That  all  paper  and  copy  books  used  in  teaching  writing  be 
ruled  with  a  single  line,  as  for  ordinary  correspondence. 

In  Conclusion, 

In  the  monthly  meetings  of  our  Teachers'  Association,  and  in 
our  Teachers'  Institute,  we  engaged  principally  in  the  discussion 
and  study  of  the  art  of  questioning,  outlining,  methods  in  teach- 
ing, training  the  perceptive  faculties,  paidology  and  proper 
methods  in  recitation.  The  recitation  is  a  power  wholly  in  the 
hands  of  the  teacher,  either  for  good  or  evil.  The  weakness  or 
excellence  of  everything  in  the  government,  or  instruction,  or 
discipline  of  the  school  will  in  some  manner  manifest  and  focus 
itself  in  the  recitation ;  and,  if  we  hope  to  reform  the  mis- 
chievous practices  in  school  work,  the  school  process  must  be 
grasped  and  scientifically  handled  at  this  point. 

In  closing,  allow  me  to  express  to  you,  as  State  Superin- 
tendent, my  appreciation  of  your  courtesy  and  kindness  in  our 
relations,  official  and  personal,  and  to  express  my  obligation  for 
your  interest  and  cordial  support  in  all  my  plans  and  suggestions 
for  advancing  the  efficiency  of  our  teachers  through  our  Teachers' 
Institute  and  Teachers'  Association. 
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The  following  reports  from  Colleges  have  been  received : 

ST.  JOHN'S  COLLEGE— Dr.  Thomas  Fell,  President. 
Annapolis,  Md.,  December  7,  1897. 

The  general  conditions  under  which  the  college  is  working 
this  session  are  very  satisfactory.  There  is  a  slight  falling  off  in 
the  sum  total  of  students,  but  the  decrease  has  occurred  in  the 
preparatory  school,  and  not  in  the  college  proper.  It  is  accounted 
for,  by  the  improvement  that  has  recently  taken  place  in  the 
form  of  instruction  given  at  the  public  schools  of  Annapolis, 
and  their  expansion  so  as  to  include  a  high  school  department. 

The  college,  although  feeling  the  effects  temporarily  of  this 
withdrawal  of  younger  boys  will  no  doubt  benefit  hereafter,  when 
the  youths,  now  being  taught  free  of  charge  for  tuition  at  the 
public  schools,  have  arrived  at  an  age  to  permit  of  their  enter- 
ing the  college  proper. 

The  extra  donation  of  $5,000  given  by  the  General  Assembly 
of  Maryland,  to  St.  John's  College,  at  the  session  of  1896,  has 
been  nicely  expended  in  the  erection  of  a  steam  power  house  for 
providing  steam  heat  in  all  the  college  buildings. 

New  class  rooms,  furniture,  and  modern  appliances  for  the 
laboratories,  have  also  been  supplied  by  means  of  the  same  fund. 


WASHINGTON   COLLEGE.— Dr.  C.  W.  Reid,   President' 
Chestertown,  Md.,  November  27,  1897. 

The  visitors  and  governors  of  "Washington  College,  Chester- 
town,  Md.,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Article  77,  Sec- 
tion 17.  submit  the  following  report  for  the  collegiate  years  of 
1898  and  1897. 

j&.  There  have  been  ninety-two  students  in  attendance  during  the 
year,  five  of  whom  were  graduated  with  the  degree  of  A.  B.; 
two  of  whom  have  returned  to  take  a  post  graduate  course  under 
special  arrangements  made  for  this  purpose  by  the  faculty  and 
board  of  visitors. 

The  county  scholarships  from  the  nine  Eastern  Shore  counties, 
under  the  several  Acts  of  Assembly  for  that  purpose,  have  all 
been  filled,  and  in  addition  thereto,  free  tuition  has  been  afforded 
to  five  poor  pupils  from  Chestertown. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  1896,  chapter  63,  a  depart- 
ment of  pedagogy  has  been  established  in  the  college,  and  a 
normal  course  has  been  provided  extending  over  a  period  of 
three  years. 
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A  large  and  commodious  building  has  been  erected  and 
furnished  for  the  reception  of  female  boarding  students,  which  is 
now  nearly  filled  with  young  ladies  desirous  to  receive  the  privi- 
leges of  this  course.  All  but  one  of  the  nine  counties  of  the 
Eastern  Shore  have  availed  themselves  of  the  free  tuition  and 
books  secured  by  this  act,  and  excellent  results  are  anticipated 
from  this  feature  of  the  college  course. 


ARBOR  DAY. 


Arbor  Day  was  observed  by  all  the  public  schools  of  the 
State  on  the  fourteenth  day  of  April,  1897,  in  pursuance  of  the 
following  proclamation  by  His  Excellency,  the  Governor : 

ARBOR    DAT  PROCLAMATION. 

Executive  Department, 

Annapolis,  Maryland, 

Whereas,  by  Joint  Resolution  No.  15  of  the  General  Assem- 
bly of  Maryland,  adopted  in  1894,  the  Governor  is  authorized  to 
issue  a  proclamation  annually  designating  a  day  in  April  for  the 
planting  of  forest  trees,  to  be  known  as  'Arbor  and  Highway 
Day." 

JVow,  therefore,  I,  Lloyd  Lowndes,  Governor  of  the  State  of 
Maryland,  do  hereby  designate  Wednesday,  the  fourteenth  day 
of  April,  1897,  as  Arbor  and  Highway  Day,  and  I  do  recommend 
that  the  day  be  devoted  by  the  people  of  this  State  to  the  plant- 
ing of  forest  trees,  and  I  especially  recommend  to  parents  and 
teachers  in  the  Public  Schools  that  they  encourage  their  children, 
or  those  under  their  influence,  to  plant  or  transplant  at  least  one 
shade  tree  on  that  day  by  the  side  of  a  public  road  or  about 
their  school  house  or  home. 

It  is  hoped  by  the  observance  of  this  custom  to  counteract  the 

evil  effects  resulting  from  the  rapid  destruction  of  forests  in  our 

State,  and  to  maintain  a  due  proportion  of   forest  land  which  is 

essential  to  the  comfort,  health  and  convenience  of  every  country.

The  State  Teacliers'   Associaton. 

FIRST  DAY. 
Blue  Mountain,  Md.,  July  13th,  1891. 

Teachers  and  public  school  officials  from  every  part  of  Mary- 
land gathered  at  the  Blue  Monntain  House  today  to  attend  the 
thirty-first  annual  session  of  the  Maryland  Teachers'  Association. 
The  officers  of  the  association  are  E.  B.  Prettyman,  W.  S.  Crouse, 
George  C.  Pearson,  A.  F.  Wilkinson,  Miss  6.  E.  Richmond  and 
Alexander  Chaplain. 

The  opening  session  began  this  evening,  at  8  o'clock,  in  the 
hotel  ballroom.  The  programme  included  a  number  of  ad- 
dresses, recitations  and  music.  The  association  will  adjourn  on 
Thursday  evening. 

Address  of  "Welcome. 

The  teachers  were  welcomed  to  Washington  county  by  Mr. 
Peter  A.  Witmer.  Mr.  Witrner  has  been  identified  with  the 
public  schools  for  many  years,  first  as  teacher  and  for  over 
twenty  years  as  examiner  of  the  public  schools  of  Washington 
county.  He  was  also  a  member  ot  the  State  board  of  education. 
In  the  course  of  his  address  Mr.  Witmer  said  : 

"It  is  right  that  when  your  year's  work  is  done  you  should 
meet  at  some  such  place  as  this,  not  only  for  rest,  but  to  cultivate 
anew  those  amenities  and  friendships  which   should    mark  your 
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intercourse  with  each  other,  and  by  free  discussion,  by  compar- 
ing results  of  the  ripest  educational  experience,  by  coming  in 
contact  with  that  magnetic  influence  which  always  flows  from 
earnest  workers  in  an  inspiring  cause,  arm  yourselves  with 
keener  weapons  and  panoply  yourselves  in  a  closer  mail  for  the 
educational  battles  of  the  future. 

"I  am  aware  that  the  indictments  against  universal  education 
as  a  remedy  for  ancient  and  present  evils  are  numerous  and  for- 
midable, but  they  are  not  all  sustained.  They  exaggerate  exist- 
ing evils  and  ignore  the  great  improvement  of  social  conditions 
which  recent  generations  have  witnessed.  Still  you  cannot  too 
strongly  impress  upon  the  susceptible  minds  under  your  care  the 
principles  of  virtue  and  truth,  of  personal  honor  and  honesty  and 
absolute  respect  for  law  and  order. 

"Working  in  this  spirit  and  remembering  that  you  are  part  of 
that  contingent  which  is  leading  the  procession  of  the  nations 
along  the  world's  highways  and  byways  to  the  world's  ideal 
standard  of  perfection  ;  that  you  occupy  the  skirmish  line  in  the 
irrepressible  conflict  with  ignorance  and  bigotry,  superstition  and 
stupidity,  folly  and  vice,  what  splendid  results  may  we  not  ex- 
pect? 

"Your  work  embraces  all  humanity,  from  prattling  childhood 
to  ripened  manhood,  and  in  the  elevation  of  that  humanity  to  a 
higher  plane,  in  inculcating  just  conceptions  of  moral,  social  and 
political  duty,  in  illustrating  a  broader  brotherhood  and  a  more 
generous  civilization,  there  are  fields  of  peaceful  triumph  grander 
far  than  hero  ever  conquered,  and  there  are  guerdons  to  be  won 
richer  than  the  laurel  crown  of  the  olden  days  of  Greece." 

Pkofessok  Dashiell's  Response. 

The  response  to  Mr.  Witmer's  welcome  was  made  by  Prof.  "W. 
H.  Dashiell,  secretary  and  examiner  of  the  Somerset  county 
schools.     In  the  course  of  his  remarks  Mr.  Dashiell  said  : 

"These  gatherings  are  helpful,  and  thoughtful  educators  will 
regard  them  opportune  for  taking  an  inventory  of  stock.  Lag- 
gards have  no  time  for  this.  Invoices  are  disagreeble;  un- 
pleasant revelations  may  result;  unsalable  goods  must  be  disposed 
of  by  quick-witted  merchants;  successful  teachers  will  eliminate 
from  their  stock  characteristics  and  methods  that  intercept  their 
best  efforts.  The  country  is  flooded  with  school  literature; 
authors  and  publishers  are  tempted  to  play  into  each  other's 
hands,  affable  agents  ply  their  wares;  unsuspecting  school  com- 
mittees become  the  victims;  books,  like  the  traditional  razor,  are 
made  to  sell.  There  is  danger  in  too  many  of  either  or  in  too 
radical  changes.  The  study  of  child  nature  may  be  overesti- 
mated, correlation  may  be  carried  too  far.  The  study  of  good 
sense  and  sound  judgment  is  paramount ;  self-reliance  and  inde- 
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pendence  are  the  safeguards.  Subversion  *of  hearty,  energetic 
work  by  schemes  of  play  study  is  to  be  deprecated ;  diagrams, 
modeling  and  other  appeals  to  the  eye  may  undermine  the  power 
to  reason  and  analyze ;  classes  of  older  children  should  promptly 
dispense  with  them.  The  greatest  caution  is  necessary  not  to  be 
misled.  Many  earnest  but  retiring  teachers  are  disquieted  by 
the  announcement  of  new  methods.  It  is  a  mistake  to  believe 
that  these  are  all  correct.  Our  own  may  be  as  good,  and,  per- 
haps, better.  Experiment  is  the  dissecting  knife.  Much  de- 
pends upon  the  ability  and  standing  of  our  critics. 

"Teachers'  associations  are  not  teachers'  institutes  in  their  tech- 
nical sense,  but  rather  courts  of  inquiry.  It  is  our  privilege  to 
utilize  them  for  the  purpose  of  investigation  and  discussion. 
Difficulties  will  be  solved,  prejudices  unburdened  and  new  zeal 
acquired.  Our  entire  time,  however,  cannot  be  spent  in  the 
assembly  room.  The  social  features  of  these  meetings  must  not 
be  overlooked.  Exchange  of  greeting  is  as  valuable  as  exchange 
of  opinion." 

SECOND    DAY. 
Blue  Mountain,  Md.,  July  lJ^th,  1897. 

The  second  session  of  the  State  Teachers'  Association  was 
opened  this  morning  with  a  duet  by  Miss  Winter,  of  Smithburg, 
and  Miss  Happel,  of  Hagerstown.  Professor  Pretty  man,  the 
president,  announced  a  number  of  committees. 

The  first  paper  was  "The  Danger  Line,''  by  Prof.  Ed.  Browning, 
of  Cumberland.  In  part  Professor  Browning  said  :  "Through 
the  development  of  the  faculties  of  intellect,  sensibility  and  will 
in  regular  order  is  the  culmination  of  an  education,  and  the 
teacher's  credit  in  his  pupils  depends  upon  his  strict  observance 
of  the  laws  of  education  and  the  introduction  of  the  proper 
studies  at  the  proper  time."  After  pointing  out  some  of  the 
dangers  and  how  to  avoid  them,  Professor  Browning  continued : 
"We  are  responsible  for  the  development  of  a  mind  blank  as  an 
imprinted  book,  into  a  walking  encyclopedia,  and  for  the  develop- 
ment of  a  young  and  growing  body  into  a  healthy  and  muscular 
man.  Our  methods  in  all  this  great  work  must  be  faultless  and 
expedient.  Last,  but  not  least,  we  are  held  responsible  for  the 
inculcation  and  faithful  observance  of  morality." 

Teaching  of  Crvics  and  Citizenship. 
Prof.  Charles  Alvey,  of  Hagerstown,  in  his  address  on  civics 
and  citizenship  said :  "The  whole  tendency  of  the  present  day 
in  education  is  toward  the  teaching  of  practical  things.  The 
modern  development  of  the  schools  and  their  closer  relation  with 
the  business  world  is  unfavorable  to  the  training  which  is  merely 
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theoretical,  and  it  is  now  the  aim  to  teach  students  those  things 
which,  while  they  train  and  develop  the  mind  quite  as  well  as 
the  more  abstruse  studies  of  former  days,  are  at  the  same  time 
of  practical  and  immediate  use  in  the  business  of  life. 

"But  while  we  turn  out  from  our  schools  boys  who  are  busi- 
ness men  and  educators  and  engineers,  boys  who  are  ready  almost 
to  take  their  place  in  the  world  as  men  from  the  time  they  leave 
the  High  School,  there  is  one  respect  in  which  most  of  them  are 
sadly  deficient.  I  refer  to  the  science  of  citizenship,  the  knowl- 
edge of  their  duties  in  relation  to  the  great  political  society  of 
which  they  are  to  become  members.  How  often  do  we  hear  the 
criticism,  that  the  graduates  of  our  High  Schools  know  geometry 
and  Latin,  but  don't  know  enough  to  cast  their  ballots  properly ; 
know  the  conjugation  of  a  Greek  verb,  but  not  how  a  President 
is  elected  ;  can  tell  the  derivation  of  the  Arabic  numerals,  but 
not  the  difference  between  a  convention  and  a  primary,  or  what 
are  the  principles  represented  by  the  great  political  parties. 

"We  know  that  this  complaint  is  somewhat  exaggerated,  but 
does  it  not  point  to  a  deficiency  in  our  school  course  which  calls 
for  immediate  correction  ?  Surely  there  is  no  department  of 
practical  instruction  more  important  to  the  young  citizen  than 
that  which  teaches  his  relations  to  his  own  country.  And  surely 
the  school  where  he  is  to  prepare  for  the  business  of  life  is  the 
proper  place  to  teach  it.  Here  is  the  common  ground  where 
students  of  all  courses  can  meet — the  common  interest  of  business 
men  and  lawyer  and  engineer.  It  must  be  realized  upon  a 
moment's  reflection  that  it  is  not  only  a  proper  and  suitable 
study  for  the  common  school  course,  but  in  reality  a  duty  owed 
from  the  school  to  the  government  which  creates  it. 

"There  never  has  been  a  time  when  such  instruction  in  the 
principles  of  our  government  and  the  duties  of  citizens  has  been 
more  needed.  It  is  well  known  that  whatever  of  impurity  is  in 
our  politics  is  due  largely  to  the  fact  that  the  average  man  of 
business  feels  little  or  no  interest  in  the  conduct  of  public  affairs, 
and  allows  them  to  be  managed  by  the  boss  and  professional  pol- 
itician. Manifestly  the  remedy  for  this  evil  is  in  a  more  wide- 
spread knowledge  of  our  political  institutions  and  a  livelier 
interest  in  their  conduct." 

Following  Mr.  Alvey's  address  was  a  recitation,  "An  Old 
Love  Token,"  by  Miss  Harriette  Browne,  of  Baltimore,  and  an 
excellently  rendered  duet,  "Excelsior,"  by  Messrs.  Davis  and 
Strite,  of  Hagerstown. 

Prof.  Alex.  Chaplain,  of  Eastou,  read  an  interesting  paper  on 
"Primary  Reading.  What  Method  ?  The  Mental  and  Mechani- 
cal Sides  Psychologically  Considered." 

Prof.  Giles,  of  Princess  Anne,  and  Miss  Young,  of  Cumber- 
land, were  on  the  programme  for  papers,  but  they  were  absent. 
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President  Peettyman's  Address. 

In  his  annual  address,  Mr.  E.  B.  Prettyman,  superintendent  of 
public  education  and  president  of  the  State  Teachers'  Association, 
said  in  part : 

"Judge  Draper,  late  superintendent  of  public  instruction  of 
the  Empire  State,  admitting  that  public  schools  were  established 
in  New  England  immediately  after  its  settlement,  contends  that 
what  we  now  recognize  as  free  public  schools,  viz.,  'schools  main- 
tained by  public  taxation  and  free  of  cost  for  tuition  to  all  the 
children  of  the  community,'  were  first  introduced  into  America 
by  the  Dutch,  at  Manhattan. 

"We  know  from  the  researches  of  Dr.  Steiner  and  Professor 
Sollers,  that  in  Maryland,  what  were  in  our  early  history  called 
free  schools  were  in  fact  schools  where  tuition  fees  were  paid  by 
the  parents  of  all  pupils  except  those  classed  as  indigent,  and 
that  they  were  intended  as  preparatory  schools  for  college.  They 
were  'free'  only  in  the  Latin  sense  of  leading  to  a  liberal  educa- 
tion. In  our  State,  the  public  school,  supported  by  taxation  and 
free  of  cost  to  all  the  children  of  the  State,  is  a  very  modern 
institution. 

"I  will  call  your  attention  to  only  one  of  the  needs  of  the 
public  school  system  of  the  State.  I  am  satisfied  that  the  school 
officers  of  the  State  are  doing  all  in  their  power,  intelligently 
and  energetically,  to  maintain  and  improve  the  system.  The 
teachers  of  the  State  compare  very  favorably  with  the  teachers  of 
the  other  States  whom  we  meet  at  the  meetings  of  the  National 
Educational  Association  and  elsewhere. 

"  The  one  great  hindrance  to  the  rapid  improvement  in  our 
system  is  the  lack  of  funds.  The  salaries  of  our  teachers  are 
too  small.  There  should  be  for  our  best  and  most  progressive 
teachers  a  fair  prospect  of  promotion  and  increase  of  salary  as  they 
demonstrate  by  actual  work  their  increasing  skill  in  the  profes- 
sion of  teaching. 

"  The  school  officers  would  gladly  increase  teachers'  salaries 
could  they  procure  the  necessary  funds. 

"  The  State  now  provides  annually,  about  $70,000  as  the  pro- 
ceeds of  the  free  school  fund,  and  about  $6  .0,000  from  the  State 
school  tax,  and  $150,000  for  free  text-books,  whilst  about  one 
million  and  a  half  dollars  are  provided  by  local  taxation  in  the 
counties  and  in  Baltimore  city. 

"  If  our  system  is  to  be  worth}7  the  name  of  a  State  school 
system,  the  school  officers  affirm  that  the  provision  made  by  the 
State  should  be  largelj'  increased  ;  that  it  should  be  recognized 
to  be  the  duty  of  the  State  to  see  to  it  that  every  child  in  the 
State  be  provided  with  ample  and  equal  opportunity  for  obtain- 
ing a  primary,  grammar  school  and  high  school  training.  When 
this  is  done,  the  door  will  be  opened   to  all  who  show  by  their 
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diligence  and  attention  that  they  are  worthy  thereof,  to  a  college 
education.  Our  good  State  is  nearly  out  of  debt,  and  it  is  urged 
that  as  the  remaining  small  indebtedness  of  the  State  is  decreased 
the  State  school  tax  shall  be  increased  in  like  proportion. 

"We  believe  that  public  opinion  throughout  the  State  will 
favor  such  policy  on  the  part  of  our  General  Assembly.  There 
is  also,  as  I  most  seriously  believe  and  affirm,  a  great  debt  due 
the  State  of  Maryland  for  purposes  of  public  education  by  the 
general  government  of  the  Union  from  the  proceeds  ot  the 
public  land  of  the  United  States.  Funds  derived  therefrom 
have  been  generously  contributed  by  the  general  government  out 
of  the  public  land,  the  common  property  of  all  the  citizens  of 
our  great  country,  to  each  and  every  State  in  the  Union  west  of 
the  Allegany  mountains,  whilst  the  older  States,  east  of  the 
Alleghanies,  and  Maryland  in  particular,  have  never  received 
one  cent  for  common  school  education  from  the  general  govern- 
ment. In  the  last  Congress  several  bill  were  introduced  to 
equalize  among  the  several  States  the  benefits  of  the  sales  of  the 
public  land.  .  Our  Senators  and  Representatives  have  expressed 
a  willingness  to  make  every  effort  in  their  power  to  have  justice 
in  this  regard  done  to  Maryland. 

"  The  State  Board  of  Education,  at  the  request  of  the  associa- 
tion of  school  officers  of  Maryland,  appointed  a  committee,  with 
Governor  Lowndes  as  chairman,  to  present  this  exceedingly  im- 
portant matter  to  the  present  Congress.  This  committee  is 
deeply  in  earnest,  and  there  is  need  for  the  active  aid  of  all  friends 
of  pu  blic  education  and  of  the  press  of  the  State.  Let  every  member 
of  this  association  heartily  and  enthusiastically  support  the  efforts 
of  our  Senators  and  Representatives,  and  soon  your  school  officers 
will  have  ample  means  for  an  advance  all  along  the  lines  of  public 
education." 

THIRD    DAY. 

An  Election  of  Officers. 

Blt:e  Mountain,  Md.,  July  15th,  1897. 
The  sessions  of  the  State  Teachers'  Association  _  today  were 
enlivened  with  music  by  Professor  Daviee,  Mr.  Strite  and  Miss 
Happel,  of  Hagerstown,"  and  Miss  Winter,  of  Smithburg.  The 
nominating  committee  made  the  following  nominations  of  officers 
for  the  ensuing  year,  which  were  subsequently  ratified  : 
•  President,  John  T.  White,  of  Cumberland  ;  vice  presidents, 
Prof.  E.  E.  Raddatz,  of  Baltimore,  and  Thomas  W.  Jones,  of  Caro- 
line county ;  recording  secretary,  A.  F.  Wilkerson,  of  Baltimore  ; 
corresponding  secretary,  Agnes  F.  Matlack  ;  treasurer,  Alexander 
Chaplain,  of  Easton.  Executive  committee— John  D.  Worthing- 
ton,  of  Belair ;  Charles  B.  Rogers,  of  Towson  ;  L.  L.  Beaty,  of 
Queen  Anne's,  and  William  E.  Smith,  of  Annapolis. 
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"With  My  Pupils,"  by  Miss  Laura  M.  Young,  of  Cumberland, 
was  the  first  paper  of  the  day.  It  was  read  by  Miss  Harriette 
Brown.  Miss  Young  showed  how  children  can  be  taught  observa- 
tion and  attention  by  asking  them  questions  about  things  with 
which  they  are  familiar ;  for  instance,  what  they  see  on  their 
way  to  school,  or  tell  all  about  a  flower,  or  after  having  heard  a 
story  to  reproduce  it  in  full,  but  not  verbatim.  All  this  must  be 
done  in  good  English  and  attention  given  to  the  originality  of 
the  pupil. 

Physical  Culture. 

"Physical  Culture"  was  the  subject  of  an  address  by  Miss 
Keturah  Elizabeth  Yeo,  of  Easton,  Md.  This  paper  was  read 
by  Miss  Lillian  Welty  Barkdoll,  of  Hagerstown.  Miss  Yeo  said 
in  part : 

Play  rests  the  child  from  study,  but  does  not  give  equal  and 
regular  exercise  which  brings  into  action  weak  and  but  little 
used  parts  of  the  body  and  develops  the  whole  being. 

Earnestness,  decision  and  cheerfulness  are  essential  elements  in 
successful  practice. 

Eirst  awaken  an  appreciation  of  the  necessity  of  a  good  body, 
and  then  practice  to  develop  it,  will  become  a  pleasure. 

Some  notes  in  the  preliminary  suggestions  are: 

The  muscles  should  be  carefully  and  gradually  stretched,  not 
suddenly  or  violently  jerked.  Train,  not  strain,  the  physical 
being. 

A  teacher  should  learn  to  execute  the  movements.  Pupils 
and  teachers  should  keep  a  close  watch  over  their  carriage,  posi- 
tions, movements,  &c,  bring  into  the  regular  routine  of  every- 
day work  the  lessons  learned  in  physical  culture. 

Good  fresh  air  is  important  in  the  home  as  well  as  in  the 
school.  Henry  Ward  Beecher  tells  us:  "We  would  scorn  with 
ineffable  disgust  to  eat  from  a  plate  and  with  a  fork  and  spoon 
which  another  had  just  left,  but  we  will  breathe  over  and  over 
again  the  pernicious  air  sent  out  from  other  people's  lungs  as  if 
it  were  a  precious  morsel." 

"Francois  Delsarte  and  His  Teachings,"  gives  us  a  very  brief 
sketch  of  the  man  who  has  done  much  by  giving  us  the  laws  of 
expression.  The  relaxing  and  devitalizing  exercises  teach  us  to 
free  our  joints  and  muscles  from  their  stiffness,  "to  let  go  of  our- 
selves and  to  relieve  the  tired  nerves  of  the  tension  which  wears 
upon  them." 

Measurements,  which  should  be  taken  at  the  beginning  and 
end  of  the  school  year,  will  awaken  both  interest  and  pleasure  in 
the  pupils.  A  good  measure  and  a  height  gauge  in  feet  and 
inches  on  the  wall  or  door  are  necessary.  Most,  if  not  all,  chil- 
dren can  find  out  their  weight.     Note  well  the  chest  conditions. 

Marching,  fancy  steps,  drills  and  studies  in  Delsarte  expression 
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are  treated  in  the  next  section,  and  are   very  helpful  along  the 
lines  of  grace,,  self -control  and  the  expression  of  the  emotions. 

We  should  take  care  that  our  physical  culture  be  not  "spasmodic 
efforts  in  physical  action,  producing  for  a  time  a  magnificent 
display,  which  overdo  and  excite  the  pupils,  but  leave  them  pos- 
sessed of  no  lasting  benefit." 

Physical  culture  is  no  longer  a  fad,  but  has  now  taken  its 
place  among  the  regular  school  studies.  With  the  small  amount 
of  time  at  the  disposal  of  the  average  teacher,  and  with  so  many 
useful  and  pretty  exercises,  what  must  we  be  most  careful  to 
teach  ? 

Whatever  other  exercises  we  may  have,  if  we  train  our  pupils 
to  breathe  well  and  carry  themselves  properly,  we  have  given 
them  a  higher  and  nobler  ideal,  and  are  sending  them  into  the 
world  better  equipped  for  life's  straggles.  Life  means  so  much 
more  to  one  who  habitually  carries  himself  well  that,  if  from 
only  a  selfish  motive,  it  is]worth  while  to  try  for  more  and  better 
lungs. 

Our  Mother  Tongue. 

The  address  of  Dr.  James  W.  Bright,  of  the  Hopkins,  upon 
the  acquirement  of  language  was  full  of  information  and  rich  in 
suggestion  to  the  teachers.  "The  effort  expended  in  learning 
one's  native  language,"  he  said,  "  cannot  be  measured.  It  begins 
with  the  first  prattle  of  childhood,  and  ends  only  with  life 
itself." 

"  Easy  as  it  may  be  to  apprehend  how  the  young  mind  becomes 
stored  with  names  of  things,  of  actions  and  of  feelings,  it  may 
be  less  obvious  how  the  habit  is  acquired  of  using  the  inflections 
of  words  by  which  the  singular  is  distinguished  from  the  plural, 
the  present  tense  from  the  perfect,  an  adverb  from  an  adjective, 
etc.;  in  short,  how  a  child  learns  to  speak  grammatically  before 
it  has  ever  learned  a  rule  of  grammar.  It  may  be  thought  that 
the  process  of  learning  one's  language  is  the  work  of  the 
memory  ;  that  the  child  repeats  what  it  has  heard,  more  and 
more  is  heard  and  remembered,  and  then  reproduced  just  as  it 
has  been  heard.  And  it  may  be  thought,  further,  that  the  same 
is  true  in  maturer  years  ;  that  we  speak  by  the  aid  of  the  memory 
recalling  words  and  forms  stored  in  the  mind  from  hearing  and 
reading.  But  this  is  true  only  in  part.  For  some  time,  indeed, 
the  child  can  do  no  more  than  repeat  just  the  words  it  has  heard, 
but  it  early  begins  to  create  its  own  grammar.  The  word  chair, 
for  example,  has  been  heard,  and  also  chairs,  and  a  number  of 
associated  pairs  like  that.  From  these  the  mind  unconsciously 
deduces  the  principle  of  forming  plurals  in  s.  It  is  now  no 
longer  necessary  to  have  heard  a  plural  before  using  it.  Memory 
is  supplemented  by  a  new  activity  of  making  words  after  the 
pattern  of  those  already  known.     Naturally  the  easiest  and  most

common  types  are  first  appended,  and  the  newly  created  forms 
will  often  have  a  strange  character  on  account  of  enforced 
conformity  to  types  to  which  they  do  not  conventionally  belong. 
This  is  the  explanation  of  the  child's  plural  mans  (for  men,)  the 
perfect  sitted  (sat,)  singed  (for  sang,)  the  leveling  of  the  personal 
ending  I  loves,  you  loves,  etc." 

Child  Study. 

In  his  address  on  "Child  Study"  Prof.  William  S.  Jackson,  of 
Talbot  county,  said : 

"How  to  govern  children  is  a  question  about  which  there  has 
been  much  controversy  and  altogether  too  much  theorizing. 
Souls  are  too  precious  for  theory ;  they  ought  to  be  approached 
with  more  reverence.  To  know  the  natural  method  of  child  dis- 
cipline let  the  lives  of  children  speak  for  themselves.  Out  of 
107  cases  of  insubordinates  reported  to  Stanley  Hall,  it  was 
shown  that  101  had  been  conquered  by  indirect  methods.  In 
only  six  instances  was  it  necessary  to  use  plrysical  force  to  secure 
respect  for  authority.  In  all  the  rest  discipline  had  been  secured 
and  maintained  by  employing  little  hints  that  set  in  motion 
great  thoughts. 

"To  the  student  of  childhood  nothing  so  completely  reveals 
the  juvenile  soul  as  well-developed  play.  It  is  here  that  we  dis- 
cover whether  children  are  growing  to  be  persons  of  subjection, 
equality  or  tyranny.  The  playground  needs  no  defense.  In 
harmony  with  the  genius  and  spirit  of  our  institutions  it  is  an 
element  of  strength.  Democratic  association  with  their  fellows 
is  what  children  live  on  and  grow  on.  Children  love  play,  and, 
like  a  bird,  cannot  bear  to  be  caged.  Instinctively  they  know  that 
liberty,  like  life,  is  the  gift  of  God  and  not  that  of  man,  and 
without  it  life  is  not  sweet  and  not  worth  the  living. 

"The  path  of  duty  lies  straight.  A  child  is  the  noblest  work 
of  God.  Born  in  the  image  of  its  Maker,  it  has  a  soul  immortal, 
destined  either  to  eternal  and  unutterable  joy  or  to  everlasting 
sorrow.  Ushered  into  the  world  without  its  own  consent,  it  has 
a  divine  right  to  be  appreciated  and  studied  ;  to  have  its  needs 
discovered  and  sympathetically  administered  to.  Failure  in  these 
things  is  remissness  in  a  most  sacred  duty." 

Sunshine. 

At  the  evening  session  Mr.  A.  W.  Hawks,  the  Baltimore 
humorist,  gave  his  talk  on  "Sunshine." 

"Sunshine,"  said  Mr.  Hawks,  "is  a  matter  of  the  heart.  Tou 
cannot  buy  it.  You  cannot  make  it  out  of  silver  dust  or  gold 
dust.  The  department  stores  do  not  keep  it.  A.  T.  Stewart 
never  had  it  and  Wanamaker  is  just  out  of  it.  Surroundings 
Jiave  nothing  to  do  with  a  man's  happiness.     It  is  within.     The 
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happiest,  jolliest  set  of  men  I  ever  knew  were  the  private  soldiers 
in  the  Confederate  army  ;  they  joked  on  the  long  forced  march  ; 
they  joked  and  laughed  going  into  battle ;  wounded  and  full  of 
pain  they  joked  upon  the  hard,  humpy  hospital  straw  bed.  Now, 
you  take  a  man  who  will  joke  when  he  is  getting  $11  a  month, 
and  ginger  cakes  are  selling  at  $12  a  dozen,  boots  at  $300  a  pair, 
flour  at  $600  a  barrel,  ice  cream  at  $5  a  plate,  and  his  best  girl 
eats  three  plates  without  stopping — you  take  a  man  who  will  be 
sunshiny  when  he  has  to  pull  his  belt  up  one  hole  for  his  break- 
fast, two  holes  for  dinner  and  three  holes  for  supper,  that  man 
will  be  happy  under  any  circumstances.  The  trouble  with  a 
great  many  of  us  is  we  only  count  the  rainy  days.  We  only 
count  the  days  when  we  are  sick.  The  man  who  gives  me  ex- 
treme lassitude  is  the  man  who  wants  to  live  in  the  past. 

"Never  met  a  man  yet  who  wanted  to  live  in  the  past  that  I 
wasn't  sorry  he  did  not  live  in  the  past  and  die  and  get  out  of 
the  way  before  I  got  here. 

"1  believe  I  am  standing  here  in  the  best  minute,  of  the  best 
hour,  of  the  best  day,  of  the  best  .year,  of  the  best  decade,  of  the 
best  century  of  the  world's  history. 

"The  world  has  been  getting  better  ever  since  the  angels  were 
singing  "Peace  on  Earth"  and  a  Babe  was  born  in  a  manger. 
Contrast,  just  for  a  moment,  one  hundred  years  ago  with  today. 

"One  hundred  years  ago,  if  a  man  was  in  debt  they  would  put 
him  in  jail.  You  put  every  man  in  Maryland  today  who  is  in 
debt  in  jail,  who  would  keep  jail  % 

"One  hundred  years  ago,  if  a  young  man  wanted  to  know 
whether  a  young  woman  loved  him  or  not,  he  had  to  ask  her. 
Now  since  the  invention  of  the  X  rays,  the  young  man  takes  his 
camera  with  him,  looks  at  her  heart  and  finds  out  whether  she 
loves  him  or  not.  She  takes  her  camera  and  throws  the  rays  on 
his  pocket-book  to  know  whether  she  really  does  love  him. 

"What  of  the  future  %  I  do  not  know.  You  let  the  world 
move  on  for  the  next  fifty  years  as  it  has  for  the  past  fifty  years 
and  there  is  no  telling  what  we  will  do.  Let  Edison  live.  Let 
Tesla  live.  Excuse  me,  but  let  Hawks  live.  I  would  like  to 
live,  if  you  have  no  objections,  and  there  is  no  telling  what  we 
will  do.'" 

Primary  Reading. 
In  his  address  on  primary  reading,  Prof.  Alexander  Chaplain, 
examiner  of  public  schools  in  Talbot  county,  said : 

The  teacher  has  to  deal  with  and  study  the  two  prominent 
subjects  presented  in  the  very  incipiency  of  the  work — the  child 
and  the  branch  of  study  to  be  taught — and  we  recognize  now,  in 
this  connection,  first,  that  there  is  a  method  in  the  child  which 
involves  the  learning  processes,  or  how  the  child  learns,  and  to 
this  phase  of  our  investigation  we  apply  the  term  psychology ; 
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and,  second,  that  there  is  a  method  in  every  branch  of  study 
which  properly  enters  the  school  curriculum,  and  to  this  phase  of 
our  investigation  we  apply  the  term  pedagogy,  and  any  attempt 
to  bring  these  two  elements  into  harmony  is  termed  philosophy 
of  education. 

The  orderly  and  properly  graded  teaching  of  phonograms  and 
phonetic  words  will  put  the  pupil  into  possession,  during  the 
first  year  and  a  half,  of  a  complete  key  to  the  language,  and 
assure  his  ability  to  read  whensoever  his  schooling  may  cease. 
Statistics  show  that  we  have  our  pupils  in  school  but  very  few 
years. 

German  children  acquire  as  much  of  the  art  of  reading  in 
one  year  as  our  children  are  able  to  do  in  two  years  or  more. 
The  same  results  can  be  made  possible  in  our  language  by  a 
rational  method  and  the  uses  of  a  graded  system  of  phonograms 
in  phonetic  reading. 

The  results  in  primary  reading  reached  by  German  children 
are  compassed  by  no  other  method  ever  used  in  our  schools. 
Our  tests  and  examinations  in  a  great  variety  of  conditions,  both 
as  to  qualifications  and  disposition  of  the  teachers  and  the 
character  of  the  schools,  have  uniformly  given  the  same  favor- 
able results. 

Among  the  features  of  the  meeting,  which  were  greatly 
enjoyed,  were  the  poem,  "The  Pleasures  of  Field  and  Wood," 
by  Mrs.  Samuel  Garner,  of  Annapolis,  and  the  lecture  on 
"Immortelles  in  Poetry,"  by  Prof.  John  T.  White,  of  Cumber- 
land. 

The  Committee  on  Resolutions,  John  D.  Worthington,  chair- 
man, submitted  the  following  report,  which  was  unanimously 
adopted : 

The  Maryland  State  Teachers'  Association,  in  thirty-first  an- 
nual convention  assembled,  representing  in  its  proceedings  every 
phase  of  education  from  primary  school  to  the  university,  of 
whose  world-wide  fame  we  are  so  justly  proud,  hereby  affirms  its 
belief  in  and  devotion  to  the  American  system  of  education  from 
the  kindergarten  as  corner  to  the  university  as  capstone. 

Peeling  that  our  government  cannot  be  purer  and  better  than 
the  people  who  populate  it,  we  desire  to  emphasize  the  import- 
ance of  universal  primary  education.  To  this  end,  we  desire  to 
commend  the  recent  efforts  made  to  furnish  free  books  as  well  as 
free  teachers,  and  express  the  hope  that  at  the  coming  session  of 
the  Legislature  the  appropriation  for  this  purpose  must  be  suffi- 
ciently increased  to  make  free  books  a  reality  in  every  grade  of 
the  public  schools. 

We  deplore  the  fact  that  in  different  counties  the  school  year 
varies  from  five  to  ten  months  in  length.  This  striking  inequal- 
ity in  the  length  of  the  session,  and  necessarily  the  strengh  of 
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the  schools,  can  be  productive  of  but  little  uniformity,  and  still 
less  unity,  thus  giving  us  a  county  rather  than  a  State  system. 
We  respectfully  urge  the  importance  of  such  necessary  legisla- 
tion that  the  weaker  sections  may  not  succomb  under  their 
unequal  burden  to  keep  their  schools  open  as  long  as  the  more 
favored.  As  one  of  the  original  thirteen  colonies  which  sacrificed 
so  much  blood  and  treasure  to  found  this  great  republic,  we  claim 
our  undoubted  right  to  the  setting  apart  for  educational  purposes 
of  an  equitable  portion  of  the  public  dominion,  and  respectfully 
urge  upon  our  Senators  and  Representatives  in  Congress,  that 
they  use  their  best  efforts  to  push  to  a  successful  consummation 
this  claim. 

We  believe  that  the  school  should  be  the  educational  centre  in 
the  broadest  sense  of  the  word,  of  the  section  in  which  it  is 
located,  and,  therefore,  advise  that  carefully  selected  district 
libraries,  provided  for  under  the  public  school  law,  should  be 
organized  and  fostered  in  each  school  district,  and  that  every 
effort  should  be  made  to  send  out  from  thence,  an  uplifting 
literature  into  the  homes  of  all  to  benefit  alike  the  parents  and 
children.  We  believe  that  for  a  full  recognition  of  the  profes- 
sional nature  of  our  calling,  suitable  professional  preparation  of 
school  teachers  and  superintendents  is  indispensable,  and  that 
their  tenure  of  office  should  be  determined  by  their  fitness  only 
in  this  connection. 

We  desire  to  recommend  and  indorse,  through  the  varying 
vicissitudes  of  changing  administrations,  the  retention  of  both 
our  own  State  Superintendent  and  the  National  Commissioner  of 
Education.  We  believe  that  the  requirements  and  duties  of  the 
latter  are  fully  equal  to  those  of  a  cabinet  officer.  We,  there- 
fore, hope  at  an  early  day  to  see  this  rank  and  salary  attached  to 
the  office.  We  commend  to  the  careful  study  of*  all  educators 
the  reports  on  elementary  education,  secondary  education,  and 
the  conduct  and  support  of  rural  schools,  which  have  recently 
emanated  from  the  National  Education  Association,  as  the  pro- 
duct of  the  most  noted  Educators  of  this  country. 

On  these  all-important  subjects  we  desire  to  call  the  attention 
of  school  officers  to  the  educational  as  well  as  the  utilitarian 
value  of  the  typewriter,  and  to  encourage  its  introduction  as  far 
as  it  is  practicable  into  the  high  school  curriculum. 

Hesolved,  That  this  association  desires  to  record  its  sincere  re- 
grets at  the  death  of  the  late  Francis  S.  Everist,  for  many  years 
a  member  of  this  association  and  president  of  the  Board  of 
School  Commissioners  of  Cecil  county,  and,  at  the  time  of  his 
death,  president  of  the  Association  of  State  School  Commissioners. 
As  a  commissioner  he  was  without  a  superior,  and  had  few 
equals.  Ever  at  the  post  of  duty,  interested  in  all  that  affects 
the  cause  of  education,  kind  and  genial  in  manner,  beloved  by  his 
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teachers,  ready  to  do  a  favor  at  any  time,  his  loss  to  the  county 
is  deeply  felt,  and  in  his  death  the  association  and  the  public 
school  system  of  our  State  has  lost  a  sincere  and  devoted  friend. 

We  hereby  express  our  appreciation  of  the  courtesies  we  have 
received  during  this  session  from  hotel  and  railroad  officials,  as 
well  as  the  press  ;  and  tender  our  thanks  to  the  musicians  and  Miss 
Brown  for  their  valuable  services ;  to  our  own  officers  for  their 
efforts  to  make  the  meeting  a  pleasant  and  profitable  one,  and 
especially  to  the  presiding  officer  for  the  impartiality,  dignity, 
courtesy  and  efficiency  with  which  he  has  directed  the  proeeSd- 
ings. 

After  the  adoption  of  these  resolutions  the  association  ad- 
journed.

The  minutes  of  the  proceedings  as  kept  by  the  secretary  of  the 
association  are  as  follows : 

State  Normal  School  Building. 

Baltimore,  Md.,  November  S3,  1897. 

The  Association  of  School  Commissioners  and  Examiners  of 
the  State  of  Maryland,  met  at  10.30  o'clock.  Owing  to  the 
death  of  President  F.  S.  Everist,  First  Vice-President  Duncan 
Sinclair  occupied  the  chair,  and  called  the  Association  to  order. 
Prayer  was  offered  by  Kev.  J.  C.  Nicholson  of  the  State  Board 
of  Education.  The  roll  of  members  was  called  and  about 
twenty  five  answered  to  their  names.  The  minutes  of  the  last 
meeting  were  read  and  approved.  On  motion  of  W.  H.  Dashiell 
of  Somerset  county,  the  chair  appointed  the  following  committee 
to  draft  appropriate  resolutions  on  the  death  of  our  late  Presi- 
dent Frank  S.  Everist,  viz:  "W.  H.  Dashiell,  H.  G.  Weimer, 
Geo.  A.  Davis.  A  valuable  paper  was  read  by  Examiner 
George  A.  Davis  of  Carroll  county,  on  "The  school  laws  should 
be  so  amended  as  to  provide  that  the  apportionment  of  the 
$150,000  annual  appropriation  under  the  free  text-book  law, 
shall  be  made  to  the  several  counties  and  the  city  of  Baltimore 
in  proportion  to  their  respective  population,  between  the  ages  of 
five  and  twenty."  The  present  plan  was  considered  as  its  faults 
were  reviewed  and  the  suggestion  made  that  enrolled  pupils  be 
the  basis  for  such  distribution.  The  paper  was  discussed  by 
George  C.  Pearson,  of  Washington  county ;  Geo.  Biddle,  of 
Cecil ;  EL  G.  Weimer,  of  Allegany  county ;  Mr.  T.  S.  Stone,  of 
Prince  George's  county ;  John  D.  Worthington,  and  Prof. 
Prettyman,  State  Superintendent.  Mr.  George  Biddle,  of  Cecil 
county,  offered  the  following  resolution  :  That  the  appropriation 
for  free  text  books  shall  be  distributed  for  the  next  five  years  on 
the  basis  of  the  number  of  pupils  enrolled,  as  shown  by  the 
reports  of  the  examiners  for  the  previous  years.  Dr.  Bryan 
offered  an  amendment  which  was  defeated,  and  then  the  motion 
of  Mr.  Biddle  was  put  and  lost.  The  original  resolution  or 
question  on  the  program  was  carried. 

Geo.  R.  Ash,  of  Cecil,  offered  the  following  resolution  :  "That 
it  is  the  sense  of  this  Association,  that  the  reports  of  the  boards 
of  the  several  counties  should  be  presented  to  the  State  Superin-

tendent  within  the  time  prescribed  by  law ;  and  the  State  Board 
of  Education  is  hereby  requested  in  the  future  to  exercise  the 
power  with  which  it  is  clothed  that  this  shall  be  done.  The 
resolution  was  carried 

Prof.  Alexander  Chaplain  read  an  interesting  paper  on  the 
following  question,  viz :  "In  the  construction  of  new  school 
houses  with  limited  means,  what  is  the  best  plan  for  ventilation?" 
On  motion  of  Mr.  Thos.  S.  Stone,  it  was  ordered  that  the  State 
Board  of  Education  be  requested  to  print  Prof.  Chaplain's  paper 
in  full  in  their  annual  report.  The  paper  was  discusssed  by 
Henry  A.  Wise,  Superintendent  of  Baltimore  City  Schools. 
The  next  paper,  "Should  there  be  a  compulsory  educational  law 
in  Maryland,"  was  read  by  M.  B.  Stephens,  Examiner  of  Caroline 
county.  It  was  discussed  by  E.  L.  Boblitz,  School  Examiner  of 
Frederick  county ;  Geo.  R.  Ash,  of  Cecil ;  Henry  A.  Wise,  of 
Baltimore  city  ;  John  D.  Worthington,  of  Harford  county;  H.  Gr. 
Weimer,  of  Allegany ;  Prof.  E.  B.  Prettyman,  Thomas  S.  Stone, 
and  Geo.  C.  Pearson.  On  motion  of  Mr.  Prettyman,  a  vote  was 
taken  on  the  question  and  it  was  carried.  On  motion,  the  Asso- 
ciation adjourned  uutil  10.30  o'clock,  Wednesday,  24th  inst.

Baltimore,  Id.,  November  £Jf.,  1897. 
The  Association  of  School  Commissioners  and  Examiners  of 
the  State,  met  pursuant  to  adjournment.  The  roll  call  showed 
an  attendance  of  about  fifty  members.  Minutes  of  previous 
meeting  of  Tuesday  were  read  and  approved.  On  motion  of 
John  D.  Worthington,  the  chair  was  authorized  to  name  a  legis- 
lative committee,  consisting  of  the  chairman  of  this  Association 
and  four  other  members  of  this  body  to  look  after  necessary 
school  legislation  before  the  approaching  session  of  the  Legisla- 
ture. Dr.  Bryan  offered  a  resolution  requesting  the  State  Board 
of  Education  to  simplify  their  report.  Motion  lost.  Mr.  Beatty 
offered  the  following  amendment  to  the  constitution  of  this 
Association :  Strike  out  the  words,  "on  the  last  Wednesday  in 
November,"  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  "on  the  first  Thursday  in 
December,  and  continue  two  days  with  two  sessions  daily." 
The  amendment  was  adopted.  Col.  Charles  B.  Rogers  of  Balti- 
more county,  read  a  valuable  paper  on  "Departmental  teaching 
in  our  public  schools,"  in  which  he  condemned  the  disadvantages 
of  our  present  grading  in  schools  where  departmental  teaching 
could  be  introduced.  Col.  Rogers  stated  that  the  departmental 
system  had  been  introduced  into  eight  schools  in  Baltimore 
county  and  that  the  results  were  highly  satisfactory,  and  that  if 
within  his  power  he  would  introduce  it  into  all  schools  with 
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three  teachers  or  more.  The  question  was  discussed  by  School 
Examiner  U.  G.  Palmer,  of  Garrett  county ;  George  C.  Pearson 
and  H.  G.  Weimer.  W.  H.  Dashiell  reported  the  following 
resolutions  on  the  death  of  the  late  President  of  this  Association, 
Prank  S.  Everist,  which  were  unanimously  adopted. 

The  committee  appointed  to  prepare  a  report  upon  our  late 
president,  Francis  S.  Everist,  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following 
brief  memorial : 

"The  joys  of  this  occasion  are  darkened  by  the  shadow  of  the 
Great  Destroyer,  and  the  tenderness  of  personal  feeling  is 
merged  in  a  common  sorrow.  One  year  ago  the  Hon.  Francis 
S.  Everist  was  with  us  in  the  zenith  of  health  ;  today  he  is  sleep- 
ing the  last  sleep.  For  months  our  hearts  have  been  touched 
with  a  sense  of  our  personal  loss,  aud  the  bitter  wails  of  his  dis- 
tressed family  have  excited  our  profound  sympathy;  today  we 
mourn  his  loss  as  an  organization.  Death  has  deprived  us  of  one 
of  our  most  influential  and  popular  members.  At  our  last  ses- 
sion Mr.  Everist  was  selected  to  preside  over  the  deliberations  of 
this  body  ;  today  a  vacant  chair  silently  reminds  and  recalls  our 
fondest  recollections. 

"For  many  years  Mr.  Everist  has  been  a  familiar  figure  in  all 
our  school  assemblies.  True  to  his  official  duties  and  zealous  in 
their  discharge,  his  absence  was  seldom  noted.  Straightforward 
and  honest,  bold  in  opinion  and  frank  in  its  expression,  agreeable 
in  manner  and  sincere  in  his  friendship,  he  was  deservedly  popu- 
lar. The  happy  face,  the  gracious  smile  and  hearty  grasp  will 
long  be  missed.  Deploring  the  calamity  to  his  family,  the 
State,  his  county  and  this  association,  we  desire  to  place  upon 
record  our  appreciation  of  his  worth  and  pay  this  tribute  to  his 
memory. 

"Like  the  setting  sun  gilding  into  softness  the  decline  of  day, 
so  passed  the  life  of  our  distinguished  co-worker,  and  the  length- 
ened shadows  have  been  translated  into  mellow  memories."

H.  A.  McComas,  of  Hagerstown,  read  an  excellent  paper  on 
"The  Consolidation  of  Rural  Schools  and  the  Transportation  of 
District  Pupils  at  Public  Expense."

views,  and  believed  it  would  be  a  good  thing  for  his  county.  The 
paper  was  further  discussed  by  "W.  H.  Dashiell,  of  Somerset 
county ;  Colonel  Rogers,  of  Baltimore  county,  and  H.  G. 
"Weimer,  of  Allegany. 

The  chair  announced  the  following  legislative  committee : 
John  D.  Worthington,  John  G.  England,  Thomas  "W.  Jones, 
E.  B.  Prettyman  and  Duncan  Sinclair. 

A  paper  on  "The  Best  Methods  of  Conducting  Teachers'  Insti- 
tutes," was  read  by  John  D.  Worthington,  Examiner  of  Harford 
county.  He  said  the  law  required  each  county  to  hold  a  five 
days'  institute  each  year,  and  said  every  county  should  hold  one 
whether  the  law  required  it  or  not,  as  the  expenditure  was  a 
proper  one  and  a  teacher  should  first  learn  to  do  a  thing  before 
attempting  to  do  it.  The  paper  was  discussed  by  H.  G.  Weimer. 
At  this  juncture  the  members  of  the  State  Board  of  Education 
were  introduced,  and  His  Excellency  Gov.  Lowndes  made  a 
happy  speech  in  which  he  urged  school  officers  to  have  the 
members  elect  of  the  Legislature  informed  on  school  needs 
before  the  Legislature  meets. 

Professor  Prettyman,  on  behalf  of  the  committee  appointed  to 
memoralize  Congress  to  secure  funds  from  public  lands  which 
belong  to  this  State,  reported  progress,  and  said  that  every  Sena- 
tor and  Representative  from  this  State  had  responded  favorably. 
Mr.  Prettyman  urged  all  the  members  of  this  association  to 
bring  public  attention  to  the  question. 

On  motion,  Mr.  Duncan  Sinclair  was  elected  president  of  the 
association,  vice  Francis  S.  Everist,  deceased,  and  Dr.  James  L. 
Bryan  first  vice-president,  vice  Duncan  Sinclair,,  elected  presi- 
dent. 

The  association,  after  adjournment,  repaired  to  the  Assembly 
Hall  of  the  State  Normal  School  and  listened  to  recitations  and 
songs  by  the  students,  and  an  appropriate  address  was  delivered 
by  Mr.  Duncan  Sinclair. 

The  association  was  then  entertained  at  a  luncheon  in  the 
gymnasium,  upon  the  invitation  of  the  State  Board  of  Education.

Conclusion. 

The  introduction  of  text-books,  free  of  cost  to  pupils,  into  the 
public  schools  of  Maryland,  is  an  epoch  in  the  school  history  of 
the  State.  After  some  years  of  earnest  and  thoughtful  discus- 
sion, both  among  the  school  officers  and  teachers  of  the  State, 
and  by  the  honorable  the  Senators  and  Delegates  composing  the 
General  Assembly,  the  excellent  act  of  1896  happily  settled  the 
question.  The  experience  of  two  years,  as  to  the  results  of  this 
legislation,  is  shown  in  the  statistical  tables  contained  in  this  re- 
port, and  also  in  the  supplementary  reports  of  the  secretaries  of 
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the  several  boards  of  county  school  commissioners,  a  careful 
scrutiny  of  which  is  respectfully  requested  and  the  consideration 
of  the  suggestions  therein  contained.  A  separate  report  from 
each  county,  in  a  form  prescribed  by  the  State  Board  of  Educa- 
tion, gives  a  statement,  in  detail,  showing  exactly  what  text- 
books have  been  furnished,  at  what  cost  per  volume,  the  names 
of  the  publishers  and  the  total  receipts  and  disbursements  under 
the  provisions  of  the  free  text  book  act.  The  uniform  testimony 
of  very  large  increase  in  enrollment  and  average  attendance  of 
pupils,  and  of  increased  interest  and  efficiency  in  the  schools,  is 
the  best  proof  of  the  wisdom  of  the  legislation  on  this  subject. 

The  Maryland  State  jSTormal  School,  established  and  owned 
exclusively  by  the  State,  and  under  the  management  and  control 
of  the  State  Board  of  Education,  as  its  ex  officio  board  of 
trustees,  has  continued  to  grow  during  every  year  of  its  exist- 
ence, and  to  receive  the  approval  of  said  board  as  to  its  methods 
and  conduct,  for  the  purposes  for  which  it  was  established,  viz : 
the  "instruction  and  practice  of  teachers  in  the  science  of  educa- 
tion, the  art  of  teaching,  and  the  mode  of  governing  schools." 
It  has  graduated  one  thousand  one  hundred  and  nineteen 
students,  nearly  all  of  whom  have  become  teachers  in  the  public 
schools  of  the  State,  besides  many  others  who  did  not  complete 
the  whole  course  of  study.  It  has  been  confined,  by  the  wise 
directions  of  its  trustees,  to  its  legitimate  line  of  training  and 
instruction.  It  has  not  attempted  to  become  a  college  for 
general  instruction,  but  pursuant  to  a  broad  and  liberal  curricu- 
lum, as  a  professional  school,  it  has  endeavored  to  instruct  and 
train  its  students  for  the  grave  and  important  duties  of  teachers 
in  the  public  primary  and  grammar  schools  of  the  State. 

It  furnishes  two  hundred  and  fifty  free  scholarships,  appoint- 
ments to  which  are  made  by  the  several  Boards  of  County 
School  Commissioners,  and  the  Board  of  School  Commissioners 
of  Baltimore  city.  And  whenever  any  of  said  boards  have  failed 
to  fill  their  quotas,  the  vacancies  have  been  promptly  filled  from 
numerous  applicants,  by  the  State  Board  of  Education,  in 
accordance  with  law. 

The  State  school  system  has  now  existed  for  thirty-three  years. 
It  has  developed  during  these  years,  and  become  better  adapted 
to  the  needs  and  the  financial  ability  of  the  State,  as  experience 
and  thoughtful  consideration  have  suggested  modifications  and 
improvements.  The  experience  of  other  States  along  similar 
lines,  has  received  from  the  beginning  careful  attention,  and 
the  wisdom  of  the  most  cultured  Educators  of  our  own  and  of 
other  lands  has  been  availed  of  in  the  earnest  and  honest  effort 
to  keep  abreast  of  the  times  in  all  matters  pertaining  to  public 
education. 

Compared  with  the  public  school  systems  of  our  sister  States, 
whose  annual  reports  and  other  documents  are  kindly  furnished 
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to  this  office,  it  can  be  said  without  hesitency,  as  without  boast- 
ing, that  we  have  a  good  public  school  system.  Some  of  its 
leading  characteristics  are  commending  themselves  to  the  inquiry 
and  thoughtful  consideration  of  educators  in  other  States.  The 
system  was  not  carelessly  constructed,  and  it  has  not  been 
amended  without  consideration.  It  will  doubtless  continue  to 
receive  the  careful  scrutiny  which  its  supreme  importance  to  the 
State  demands.  No  part  of  our  State  policy  so  comes  home  to 
the  individual  citizen,  and  so  effects  the  interests  of  the  families 
making  up  the  State.  It  is,  therefore,  both  to  be  expected  and 
desired  that  the  General  Assembly  should  give  attention  to  the 
system. 

At  the  approach  of  each  biennial  session  of  our  General 
Assembly  the  State  Board  of  Education,  to  which  the  laws  have 
committed  "the  general  care  and  supervision  of  the  public 
school  interests  of  the  State,"  makes  special  examination  of  the 
school  laws,  with  the  view  of  ascertaining  what,  if  any,  amend- 
ments thereto  should  be  made.  I  assume  the  responsibility  of 
stating  that  the  present  State  Board  of  Education  has  recently 
made  a  most  patient  and  careful  examination  of  every  section  of 
the  law,  both  by  a  committee  and  in  the  meeting  of  the  full 
board.  By  interchange  of  opinions  and  free  discussion,  and  in 
very  conservative  spirit,  the  Board  arrived  at  conclusions  with 
the  utmost  harmony,  and,  by  unanimous  action,  agreed  to  recom- 
mend a  few  amendments  which  they  deem  of  grave  importance 
as  tending  toward  the  improvement  of  the  public  school  system. 
Where  doubt  existed  no  change  was  recommended. 

These  amendments  have  been  embodied  in  a  bill,  that  will  be 
duly  presented  to  the  committees  of  the  General  Assembly,  in 
the  confident  belief  that  they  will  receive  the  consideration 
which  has  always  been  extended  to  such  suggestions. 

In  closing  the  report  of  another  school  year,  it  is  with  renewed 
and  increased  sensibility,  and  with  profonndest  appreciation,  that 
I  beg  respectfully  to  tender  my  grateful  acknowledgment  and 
sincerest  thanks  for  the  uniform  and  thoughtful  courtesy,  kind- 
ness and  support  that  have  been  most  cheerfully  extended  to  me 
in  the  attempted  fulfillment  of  my  duties,  first,  by  the  State 
Board  of  Education  as  a  body  and  by  each  member  thereof ; 
next,  by  the  school  officers  of  the  State,  with  whom  years  of  in- 
timate co-working  for  common  ends  in  the  inspiring  cause  of 
public  education  have  cemented  more  and  more  the  ties  of 
warmest  friendship  ;  and  also  by  the  teachers  of  the  State,  whose 
devotion  to  their  high  calling,  unselfishness,  modesty  and  con- 
stantly growing  cultivation,  have  continually  increased  my  re- 
spect and  regard  for  them.

Dear  Sir :  I  herewith,  submit  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Public  Schools 
of  Carroll  County,  Maryland,  for  the  year  ending  July  31,  1897. 

It  is  gratifying  to  say  that  our  attendance  of  pupils  increased  very  con- 
siderably in  the  past  year,  and  that  our  average  increased  from  sixty-one 
per  cent,  to  sixty-six  per  cent. 

We  built  in  the  year  ending  1897,  three  substantial  brick  school  houses, 
one  being  a  doubled-roomed  house.  The  storm  of  September,  1896,  did 
our  houses  a  great  deal  of  damage ;  two  of  them  being  entirely  demolished, 
necessitating  quite  an  expenditure  of  money  to  repair  the  loss.  This  year 
we  have  built  six  substantial  brick  houses,  two  of  them  being  in  the  places 
of  those  destroyed.  In  a  year  or  two  more  we  will  have  every  school  dis- 
trict in  the  county  supplied  with  a  comfortable  house.

My  Bear  Sir:  Herewith  I  submit  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Public 
Schools  of  Cecil  county,  for  the  year  ending  July  31st,  1897. 

Since  my  last  report  we  have  completed  our  high  school,  and  now  have 
it  in  good  working  order,  the  year  past  being  a  very  successful  one.  The 
school  for  colored  children,  number  three,  first  district,  was  built  under  a 
special  Act  of  the  Legislature  by  the  County  Commissioners,  at  a  cost  of 
about  $700.  The  School  Commissioners  did  not  handle  any  part  of  this 
money,  but  did  supply  the  furniture. 

We  began  the  year  with  many  books  in  our  schools,  as  the  statement 
shows,  and  supplied  all  grades  with  books  and  stationery  until  February  ; 
we  then  found  that  we  could  not  continue  so  to  do,  so  cut  off  all  stationery, 
(if  was  paid  for  out  of  our  general  fund  and  not  that  for  free  books)  and 
books  from  all  grades  above  the  fourth  in  the  white  schools ;  even  with 
this  curtailment  we  spent  $7.42  more  than  the  appropriation  for  white 
schools.  In  the  colored  schools  we  continued  to  supply  all  grades  with 
books  and  have  a  balance  unexpended  of  $222.59. 

In  the  list  of  books  you  will  find  two  prices  given,  the  higher  under  the 
contract  ending  December  31st,  1896,  the  lower  under  the  new  contract. 

The  report  shows  an  increase  over  last  year  of  478  on  the  enrollment, 
and  of  509  different  pupils.

Dear  Sir :  I  herewith  submit  the  Annual  State  and  Text  Book  reports 
of  the  Public  Schools  of  Charles  County,  for  the  year  ending  July  31st, 
1897. 

During  the  school  year  just  closed,  our  teachers  as  a  body  are  to  be  com- 
mended for  their  faithfulness  and  earnest  zeal  in  the  discharge  of  their 
duty. 

Our  quarterly  meetings  of  the  Teachers'  Association  is  characterized  by 
the  attendance  which  is  larger  at  each  successive  meeting  and  the  interest 
■which  is  manifested  by  them  in  the  lectures  and  discussions  which  follow, 
proves  that  their  interest  deepens,  as  the  good  results  in  the  school  room 
has  evidently  shown. 

During  the  past  ten  years  many  new  school  houses  have  been  erected 
and  old  ones  repaired,  until  our  buildings  are  with  some  exceptions  in  good 
condition  and  well  adapted  to  their  locality. 

Although  I  regret  to  say  we  are  as  yet  compelled  to  rent  three.  "We 
we  were  unfortunate  during  the  past  scholastic  year,  to  lose  two  of  our 
school  houses  by  fire — not  being  insured,  it  was  a  total  loss. 

However,  notwithstanding  our  straightened  financial  condition  we  have 
had  erected  in  their  places  two  commodious  buildings  which  is  decided 
improvements  on  the  old  ones.  Nearly  all  of  our  schools  are  furnished 
with  improved  desks  and  blackboards. 

The  number  of  pupils  enrolled  during  the  past  year  is  much  larger  than 
any  preceding  year,  which  is  doubtless  due  to  the  free  text  books,  which 
have  been  generously  supplied  by  the  State.  Whilst  our  county  cannot 
boast  of  what  is  termed  a  high  school,  although  in  many  of  them  the 
higher  branches,  such  as  physics,  algebra,  geometry,  bookkeeping  and  latin, 
are  being  taught  with  success.  In  our  last  supplementary  report  I  stated 
that  owing  to  the  exertions  of  the  teachers  and  with  aid  from  the  School 
Board,  we  had  succeeded  in  establishing  eighteen  school  libraries  ;  since 
that  time  we  have  been  unable  to  assist  the  teachers,  therefore  have 
accomplished  nothing  more  in  that  direction. 

Our  finances  for  a  number  of  years  has  been  gradually  declining,  and 
especially  during  the  past  year,  owing  to  the  assessment  not  being  com- 
pleted in  Baltimore  city,  lessening  our  June  apportionment  by  nearly  one- 
half,  which  has  left  us  in  a  very  embarrassing  position.  We  are,  however, 
looking  forward  to  receiving  this  deficiency  in  the  October  apportionment.

Dear  Sir  :  We  take  pleasure  in  presenting  you  with  the  Annual  Report 
of  the  Public  Schools  of  Frederick  County,  for  the  year  closing  July  31, 
1897. 

You  will  observe  that  there  has  been  a  marked  increase  in  the  enroll- 
ment and  average  attendance.  This  is  doubtless  due  to  free  books,  as  all 
conditions  in  other  respects  were  the  same  as  in  preceding  years. 

The  problem  for  solution  at  the  begininng  of  the  school  year  was,  "Can 
books  be  made  free  in  all  grades?"  Had  the  county  not  been  in  posses- 
sion of  any  books,  the  answer  must  have  been  no  ;  but  under  the  system 
in  vogue,  which  gave  patrons  the  option  of  purchasing  their  own  books  or 
of  paying  book  fees,  the  number  of  books  belonging  to  the  county  in  the 
various  schools  formed  a  valuable  stock  to  assist  in  supplying  all  the 
grades.  But  this  stock  was  not  of  itself  sufficient,  added  to  the  appropria- 
tion made  by  the  State.  An  appeal  was  made  to  the  patrons  who  supplied 
their  own  books,  to  use  those  which  were  in  good  condition,  during  the 
year.  It  met  with  ready  acquiescence  on  their  part,  and  the  problem  was 
solved.  Books  were  made  free  in  all  grades  except  the  high  schools.  It 
is  believed  that  no  difficulty  will  be  experienced,  in  the  future,  in  supply- 
ing the  required  books  for  the  several  grades  from  the  apportionment 
made  by  the  State,  in  fact,  it  is  probable,  that  with  a  slight  increase  to  the 
present  amount  of  our  apportionment,  supplies  could  also  be  made  free, 
which  would  materially  add  to  the  efficiency  of  the  schools.  Experience 
during  the  past  year  has  shown  that  in  many  cases  the  pupils  have  not 
been  properly  supplied  with  copy  books  and  stationery.  Many  teachers 
are  not  inclined  to  act  as  distributing  and  collecting  agents,  fearing  to 
come  in  contact  with  patrons  (who  are,  however,  the  exception,  and  not 
the  rule)  who  object  to  the  purchase  of  anything  for  the  use  of  their 
children.  In  some  cases  parents  can  not  or  will  not  raise  the  money  to 
purchase  the  necessary  supplies.  By  making  books  and  supplies  free, 
every  one  will  be  placed  upon  an  equal  footing,  and  our  public  schools 
will  be  free  in  fact  as  well  as  in  name.  A  Teachers'  Institute  was  held  in 
the  City  Hall,  on  February  17th,  18th,  and  19th.  Lecturers  from  the  State 
Normal  School  and  elsewhere  were  in  attendance.  Great  interest  was 
manifested  by  the  teachers.  The  sessions  during  the  day  and  night  were 
well  attended.  The  work  was  of  a  practical  character,  and  our  teachers 
derived  great  benefit  from  their  attendance.  Nearly  every  teacher  in  the 
county  was  present,  none  was  absent  unless  prevented  by  sickness  or  some 
unavoidable  occurrence.  The  public  expressed  approval  of  the  public 
school  work  as  shown  at  the  institute,  and  it  is  believed  that  greater 
interest,  and  substantial  gains  will  result  therefrom.

Dear  Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  herewith  submit  the  Annual  Report  of 
the  Public  Schools  of  St  Mary's  county  for  the  year  ended  July  31,  1897. 

Our  total  enrollment  and  average  attendance  show  an  increase  of  about 
16  per  cent.,  as  compared  with  the  preceding  year. 

By  reference  to  the  report  on  free  text-books,  it  will  be  seen  that,  in  order 
to  supply  all  grades  with  all  necessary  books,  we  exceeded  the  appropriation 
for  free  text-books  by  $713.10,  which  amount  is  to  be  paid  out  of  the  appro- 
priation for  the  next  year,  1897.  This  plan,  adopted  in  the  beginning  of 
the  scholastic  year,  was  followed  until  the  receipt  of  your  letter,  January 
4,  1897,  conveying  the  opinion  of  the  State  Board  adverse  to  such  a  course. 
The  appropriation  for  1897-98,  however,  will  be,  we  think,  amply  sufficient 
to  pay  off  this  indebtedness,  and  to  supply  the  needed  books  for  all  grades 
for  the  ensuing  scholastic  year. 

The  falling  off  in  the  June  distribution  of  the  public  school  tax  com- 
pelled us  to  have  our  note  for  $3,000  discounted  at  bank,  to  enable  us  to 
meet  our  obligations  at  the  end  of  the  summer  term.  If  this  shortage  is 
made  good,  (as  we  have  been  advised  it  will  be,)  we  shall  not  be  incon- 
venienced in  meeting  our  note. 

On  the  whole,  we  feel  that  our  schools  are  doing  well,  though  there  is 
room  for  much  improvement.  Our  best  efforts  are  directed  toward  their 
needs.

The  available  portion  of  the  remaining  hour,  and  the  time  that  may  be 

gained  by  the  absence  of  all  pupils  in  any  grade,  made  be  spent  in  general 

exercises,  or  in  studies  above  sixth  grade,  when  there  are  pupils  sufficiently 

advanced. 

High  Schools. 

8.  The  High  School  course  shall  begin  with  the  completion  of  the  sixth 
grade,  and  may  include  all  the  studies  required  for  admission  into  the 
Freshman  class  at  college. 

9.  No  school  shall  be  classed  as  a  High  School  unless  it  contains  at  least 
two  grades  higher  than  the  sixth.
